Attention of both houses of the 
Missouri Legislature will be cen- 
tered Monday on the liquor control 
bill, the Senate taking up for per- 
fection the bill prepared by two 
committees and the House continu- 
ing work on perfection of the bill 
prepared by Joseph T. Davis, chair- 
man of the Missouri Advisory Com- 
mittee on Liquor Control. 

Even the main provisions of the 
liquor act are as yet undecided and 
there is now no clear indication 
whether saloons will be permitted 
in Missouri, or whether liquor will 
be sold by the drink only in restau- 
rants and hotels. 

While the House has been work- 
ing two days on the Davis bill, it 
has made little progress, and it is 
virtually certain that the Senate 
committee bill, probably after being 
amended many times, will become 
the law. But it may be that the 
amendments will change it in many 
respects.

CONVICT DIES, HELD TO LAST 
HE WAS WRONGLY IDENTIFIED 


Served Term as Murderer Under 
One Name After Doing Time 
2s Burglar Under Another. 

By the Associated Press. 

JOLIET, Ill., Nov. 25.—The death 
today of a 70-year-old convict bal- 
anced the Illinois State penitentiary 
books on two criminal careers— 
those of Michael Lynch, murderer, 
and John Smith, burglar. 

Prison offieials and a Court be- 
lieved the two were the same. The 
prisoner, however, maintained he 
was Smith and not Lynch, and held 
to it until his death. 

As Smith, he was jailed in 1923 
for assault. In 1931 he applied for 
parole. Then a prison official, sort- 
ing old cards, found a record of 
Lynch, who had been sentenced in 
1888 for murder but had escaped 
in 1890, after posing as insane. 

Smith’s measurements were al- 
most exactly those of Lynch, who 
had been measured according to 
the old Bertillon system of identi- 
fication, and he. was held to serve 
Lynch’s life term. 

He waged a fight in court for 
freedom but lost. Prison officials 
said he served all but a few years 
of his adult life in Illinois and Oho 


prisons.

Leaving Canary Islands for Villa 
Cisneros Today. 

LAS PALMAS, Canary Islands, 
Nov. 25.—Marine officials said to- 
night Col. and Mrs. Lindbergh 
planned to leave early Sunday for 
Villa Cisneros, on the West Afri- 
can coast, about 300 miles south- 
west of here. 3 

Villa Cisneros is used as a refuel- 
ing and an emergency landing sta- 
tion by pilots in the French South 
American Air Mail Service, and is 
about 600 miles due north from 
Cape Verde, the point where Col. 
Lindbergh had indicated he may 
start a westward trans-Atlantic hop. 
Col. and Mrs, Lindbergh, who flew 
here yesterday from Ponta Delgada, 
the Azores, were wélcomed at a 
meeting today in the town hall, 
where the Council yoted Lindbergh 
the title of “guest of honor.” 


“Ulysses” Unintelligible to Judge. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—The sig- 
nificance of “obscene” was debated 
today before Fisieral Judge John 
M. Woolsey, who then reserved de- 
cision on an action brought by the 
Government to prevent American 
publication of James Joyce's 
“Ulysses.” Judge Woolsey said he 
had read most of the book during 
his September vacation and found 
himself puzzled whether it was “ob- 
scene.”

The House will work on 
liquor Monday, but will temporarily 
abandon that subject Tuesday when 
it will resume consideration of sales 
tax legislation. It has perfected 
two sales tax bills and will choose 
between them and probably will 
pass one of them. 
What the Prospect Is. 

There appears little prospect that 
a liquor bill can be passed before 
Dec. 6, when repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment will be effective, 
it is probable that at least a week 
will elapse after Dec. 6 before a 
Missouri liquor law can go into 
effect. 

If the Senate perfects its hill by 
Wednesday and the Thanksgiving 
adjournment until Monday is taken, 
the bill cannot be passed before 
Dec. 4. If passed that day and 
sent to the House the same day, it 
could not be taken up for passage 
there until Dec. 6, and would be 
subject to amendment. This pro- 
cedure might take a day or it might 
take a week, and after amendment 
in the House it will go back to the 
Senate for concurrence in the 
House amendments. 

It is not pfobable that the Sen- 
ate will agree to all House amend: 
ments, or that the House will re- 
cede from amendments to which 
the Senate does not agree. in that 
case, the bill will go to a confer- 
ence ccmmittee of three members of 
each House for ironing out of the 
differences. 

On a bill containing as many con- 
troversial provisions as this one, 
the legislative procedure could eas- 
ne take three weeks from the date 
of perfection.

ADMITS IT'S FAKE 


Asserts He Told Story in an 
Attempt to Aid Mother, 
Accused of Killing His 
Wife. 


FORMAL CHARGE 
MADE AGAINST HIM 


Question Remains: Was 
Woman Dead When 
Mother-in-Law Admitted- 
ly Fired Shot Into Body?

CHICAGO, Nov. 25.—Booked on 


a charge of murder for the death’ 
of his wife, Rheta, 23 years old, 
Earle Wynekoop, 27, today “con- 
fessed” and “re-enacted” the slay- 
ing, only to later tell police he “was 
fooling” in order to save his moth- 
er, Dr. Alice Wynekoop. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Charles 


S. Dougherty, who at once had 
termed the “confession” fantastic, 
ordered Wynekoop locked up for 
further questioning tomorrow after 
the husband agreed he was faking. 

His 62-year-old mother, recom- 
mended held yesterday for murder 
after she admitted firing the bullet 
into her daughter-in-law’s body— 
already a victim, she contended, of 
accidental overdosage of chloro- 
form—was a prisoner in the hos- 
pital of the county jail. She col- 
lapsed when her request for a ha- 
beas corpus writ was continued to 
next week. 

Friend Contradicts Story. 

Dougherty said Earle first told 

authorities that at 2 p. m. Tuesday 


—at a time, his friend, Stanley 
Young, said they were en route by 
automobile to Kansas City—he went 
to his home and _ killed his wife. 
Young was quick to declare the 
“confession” false and after Wyne- 
koop confronted him, the latter 
grinned at Police Sergeant Kelly,

| “The only reason I was fooling 
'in this confession was to make you 
believe it to take my mother out 
of it.

At the home of his mother, with 
Detective Bert Gray taking role of 
Rheta, Earle had acted out his ver- 
sion of the death a short time pre- 
viously. Gray stood on the scales, 
and then swung his legs over the 
edze of the operating table in the 
mansion basement office as he sat 
down. 

“After Rheta undressed,’ Earle 
told him and Sergt. Kelly, “she sat 
on the edge of the table for a mo- 
ment, swinging her legs. Suddenly 
she lost her balance and fell. I no- 
ticed how frail she was, and put 
her back on the table. 7 

“As she lay there, I went to the 
cabinet and picked up a bottle of 
chloroform and poured some in her 
mouth and held my hand over her 
lips. She struggled for a while and 
then lay still. Then I took the gun 
and shot her.” He said he flew 
afterward to Kansas City by pri-| 
vate plane and met Young in the 
lobby of a hotel. 


Young Says He Can Prove Story. 
But Young’s assertion he could 
prove by witnesses that at the time 


of the killing they both were en 
route to Kansas City, having left 
at 10:30 a. m., brought Wynekoop’s 
repudiation of his latest story. Be- 
cause of Young’s insistence that 
witnesses would vouch for. the 
story, police said they might check 
filling stations where he said they 
bought gasoline. 

Young, stating he didn’t want to 
be a party to a “pack of lies,” was 
released into custody of his uncle, 
George E. Q. Johnson, former Unit- 
ed States District Attorney, after 
assurance that he would be glad to 
talk to police at any time. 

Although Wynekoop . and his 
mother were prisoners tonight, ac- 
cused of murder, the case still pre- 
sented many puzzling angles.

LONDON, Nov. 25.—George Ber- 
nard Shaw was given an ovation 
tonight at the opening of his new 
play, “On the Rocks.” 


Picturing modern England on the 
verge of a revolution, with unem. 
ployed overruning the country and 
finally sweeping through Downing 
Street as the curtain falls, the play 
reaches a climax more dramatic 
than the usual Shavian political dis- 
sertations for the stage. As at a 
political meeting, the audience be- 
came so wrapped inthe arguments 
presented in dialogue that shouts 
of dissent and cries of approval 
came from the gallery and from the 
stalls. 

Shaw beamed from a box during 
the performance, but, holding a life- 
long belief that the stage is for 
actors and not for playwrights, he 
refused to take a curtain call, leav- 
ing this honor for Nicholas Han- 
nen, who acted the part of the 
Prime Minister, and the cast. 


ACTION IS FILED TO OUST 
SEARS, ROEBUCK FROM STATE 


Missouri License Revoked Nov. 18 
Due to Alleged Failure, to 
Pay $5176 in Fees. 

By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 25.— 
Ouster proceedings against Sears, 
Roebuck & Co., which were filed in 
the Cole County Circuit Court today 
by Attorney-General Roy MckKit- 
trick, disclosed that the company’s 
license in Missouri was revoked 
Nov. 18. 

Dwight H. Brown, Secretary of 
State, revoked the license, it was 
learned, because of the alleged fail- 
ure of the $489,000,000 national mail 
order house to pay $5176 in fees 
which Brown declares were due the 
State since the corporation in- 
creased its working capital in Mis- 
souri. The proceedings were filed 
since the company has continued 
to do business in Missouri after its 
license was revoked. Franklin E. 
Reagan, an asistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral, is handling the case. 

From 1911 to 1926 the capital 
stock of the company in Missouri 
was $150,000, but in the latter year 
it was increased to $10,500,000. 
Brown charges the company, a New 
York corporation, failed to pay the 
fee due on this increase. The com- 
pany’s property in Missouri is 
evaluated at $3,376,349. 


Vern C. Divine, St. Louis district 
manager for Sears, Roebuck, de- 
clined to comment on the proceed- 
ings. 


BARS “SPLIT SHIFT” HOURS 


New York NRA Denies Request of 
Tobacco Chain.

NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—The local 
NRA compliance board announced 
today it had ruled against the “split 
shift” system dividing a work day 
into two parts of four hours each 
with a four-hour interval between, 
contending it amounts virtually to 
a 12-hour day. 

The board denied the petition of 
a large tobacco chain, which sought 
permission to have employes in its 
stores throughout the city work 
four hours in the morning, take 
four hours off in the slack period 
and then come back for four hours 
more during the later afternoon. 
The compliance board said approval 
of such a plan would defeat the pur- 
pose of the NRA.

OTHERS DISCUSSED 
PLAN FOR HOLDUP 


Solution After Hair Match- 
ing Victim’s Is Found on 
Piece of Rubber Hose in 
Suspect’s Room. 


The murder of John Link, 177- 
year-old rooming house proprietor, 
has been solved, according to police, 
who are holding two men and two 
women. 

One man and one woman, police 
say, confessed they bound and 
gagged Link at his rooming house, 
321 South Broadway, last Thursday 
night in an attempt to rob him but 
were frightened and fled without 
taking anything. The others made 
signed statements in which they 
admitted knowledge of the attempt- 
ed robbery but denied they wit- 
ntessed the attack. Link died of 
the shock and as a result of being 
gagged. 

The four prisoners said they were 
Tony Thompson, 33-year-old ship- 
ping clerk, 918 Chouteau avenue, 
named as the man who, with Miss 


Letha Frasier, 24, 1309A South Sev- 
enth street, attempted to rob Link. 
Jess McNeely, 44-year-old janitof at 
the rooming house, and Mrs. Hattie 
Ratliff, 82, a resident there, ad- 
mitted knowledge of the crime.

Russian Sails on Way Home— 
To Talk With Mussolini in 
Rome.

NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—With a 
message of peace for America, Max- 
im Litvinoff sailed today on _ his 
way home to Moscow, taking with 
him American recognition of Soviet 


Russia. 

“In saying goodby to the peo- 
ple of America,” he declared, “I 
want to state that the predominant 
feeling with me is that of a friend 
after a long period of separation. 
The friendship was there. We lost 
it for a time and we had a hard 
time to find it. 

“I hope we never lose each other 
again. I hope the friendship will 
endure and grow.” 

Accompanied by an aid, Ivan 
Divilkovsky, Litvinoff is bound for 
Rome for a visit with Premier Mus- 
solini. In informed quarters, the 
view was held that Litvinoff and 
Mussolini would review the disarm- 
ament situation and discuss a fur- 
ther rapprochement between their 
countries. 

Litvinoff’s leavetaking much re- 
sembeled his arrival two weeks ago. 
For the first time since coming to 
New York from Washington, a po- 
lice detail.guarded him on his way 
to the Italian liner Conte di Savoia.

Former Republican officials 
wwhom Fox charged with betraying 
him into the clutches of a “bankers’ 
conspiracy” may testify if they 
wish, but they will not be called, 
Chairman Fietcher said _ tonight. 
Fox mentioned former Assistant 
Attorney-General William J. Dono- 
van and John Lord O’Brien as hav- 
ing contributed to his plight, and 
declared that President Hoover, 
Claudius Huston and the late James 
Francis Burke offered unsuccess- 
fully to help him. Huston and 
Burke were chairman and counsel 
respectively of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee. 


“A Crew Like That.” 


Senator Alva Adams, Colorado 
Democrat, declared today that the 
committee should investigate Fox’s 
suggestion that Department of Jus- 
tice records were altered at the in- 
stance of Harley L. Clarke, pro- 
moter, or Louis Mayer, film mag- 
nate, but Adams’ colleagues were 
cool to the idea. Fox failed sig- 
nally to win their sympathy. 

“When a man gets mixed up with 
a crew like that, and manages to 
get out of it with more than $18,- 
000,000, as Fox did, I think he can 
count himself pretty lucky,” said 
Senator Couzens, Independent Re- 
publican. “From the testimony I 
have heard, it would seem that 
Clarke and the bankers, in trying 
to pluck Fox, got badly singed.” 

The committee has not concluded 
its examination of all the stock pro- 
motions in which the Chase Na- 
tional Bank took part, and Albert 
Wiggin, former chairman of the 
bank, probably will be recalled to 
the stand next week. Notwithstand- 
ing the disclosures concerning his 
activities, an official of the bank 
told the writer that Wiggin still 
insists privately that he did noth- 
ing unethical, although in some in- 
stances he used bad judgment. In 
either case, it cost the bank about 
$200,000,000. 

Detroit-Windsor Tunnel.

charged with murder late today 
and held without bond. The State 
had been forced to act by the order 
of Judge Joseph Sabath that the 
prisoner be booked or released by 
5 p. m., to satisfy an application 
for a habeas corpus writ in his be- 
half. 

Dr. Wynekoop, blowing a kiss to 
her son across the courtroom, was 
led away to her cell still standing 
by her statement which her son 
had called “a pack of lies to save 
me.” 

She said her statement, which the 
police called a confession, was no 
confession of murder or of homi- 
cide, but a statement that her son’s 
wife had died of an overdose of 
chloroform, given to ease pain, and 
that she shot, afterward, to cover 
up her professional mistake in ad- 
ministering the chloroform. She 
said she allowed the young woman 
to hold the chloroform and inhale 
it. Dr. Wynekoop said that she sud- 
denly saw that her daughter-in-law 
was dead and that, panfc-stricken, 
she fired a shot into the body to 
make the death look like murder by 
a robber. 


The Chief Point at Issue. 


Chief point at issue was the ex- 
act cause of death. 

Dr. Clarence Muehlberger, Cor- 
oner’s chemist, reported that analy- 
sis of the body disclosed sufficient 
chloroform had been administered 
to cause death before the shot was 
fired. 

A Deputy Coroner said, however, 
that Dr. Muehlberger made an oral 
report that blood in the stomach 
and blood filling the left lung evi- 
dently came from the bullet wound. 
This would be indicative that she 
was still alive when shot. 

The Coroner’s jury, charging Dr. 
Wynekoop with murder, had ac- 
cepted the finding of Dr. Thomas 
L. Dwyer that: “In my opinion the 
cause of death was a gunshot 
wound, hemorrhage and shock.” 

Lieut. Sam Peterson, assembling 
the evidence for the State’s Attor- 
ney, exhibited a blood-stained sheet 
that had covered the body as indi- 
cation of strong heart action after 
the shot was fired. A wet towel 
found near the head, he said, may 
have been used to prevent escape of 
the fumes of chloroform. Charred 
material taken from the furnace of 
the Wynekoop house was thought 
to have been a sponge used to ad- 
minister the anesthetic. 

Prosecutor Dougherty strove to 
shake the stories of Dr. Wynekoop 
and her soh that their meeting 
Monday night, unknown to the son’s 
wife, was merely to discuss his 
prospects of a job. 

“I am convinced,” Dougherty de- 
clared, “that Dr. Wynekoop plotted 
with her son, Earle, to remove the 
girl from the scene. 

“There were two motives. The 
first was LEarle’s dissatisfaction 
with his married life. The second 
motive, we believe, was the insur- 
ance policies,” 

Capt. Thomas Duffy announced 
during the day that young Wyne- 
koop had admitted that he pur- 
chased a box of cartridges for his 
mother’s pistol on Nov. 11, and had 
taken her into the garage to in- 
struct her how to fire the revolver. 

Dr. Wynekoop was almost jaunty 
as she crossed the jailyard to be 
locked in a cell until next Friday, 
when a habeas corpus writ is re- 
turnable, but she was placed in 
hospital quarters, the matron as- 
serting she was near exhaustion. 
Dr. Wynekoop had refused since 
Tuesday night to take more than 
clear coffee, tea and occasionally 
cookies,

PARK TO SUBMIT 
HIS WORKS PLAN

Won't Wait for Legislature 
to Act but Grant Will Be 
Contingent on Approv- 
al.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 25.— 
An application to the Federal Pub- 
lic Works Administration for ap- 
proval of approximately $19,500,000 
in repairs, remodeling and enlarge- 
ment of the State eleemosynary and 
penal institutions is being prepared 
by Gov. Park, to be conditional up- 
on the Legislature passing his pro- 
posal for submission of a $15,000,000 
State bond issue to voters of the 


State, for such purposes, 

The proposed program would be 
financed through a loan of $15,- 
000,000 of Federal public works 
funds to the State, to be secured by 
the State bond issue, if approved 
by the voters, and an outright grant 
of Federal public works funds 
equivalent to 30 per cent of the cost 
of labor and materials. 

Preparation of general plans for 
the proposed work at the institu- 
tions is being rushed by architects 
and engineers under the direction 
of the Governor, so the application 
can be filed before Dec. 10. The 
Governor understands this is the 
time limit for presentation of appli- 
cations for Federal public works 
funds, in order to have the Federal 
funds earmarked for allotment to 
the State. Col. Hugh Miller of St. 
Louis, State engineer for the Public 
Works Administration, is co-operat- 
ing with the Governor. 

Immediate Action Necessary. 

The application, when filed, will 
be contingent upon the Legislature 
passing a joint and concurrent reso- 
lution for submission of the $15,- 
000,000 bond issue to voters of the 
State, and upon approval of that 
bond issue by majority vote in an 
election. 

The Governor today said it was 
necessary to take immediate action 
on the application, irrespective of 
the fact the Legislature so far has 
done nothing with the bond issue 
proposal, in order to place the State 
in a position to obtain a Federal 
loan and grant. 

Gov. Park said he had been in- 
formed it would be necessary in 
this initial application to submit 
only the general plan, to be fol- 
lowed later with detailed plans and 
} specifications for the proposed im- 
provements. 

The present plan is to apportion 
$12,500,000 of the rehabilitation pro- 
gram to the eleemosynary institu- 
tions and the balance, approximate- 
ly $7,000,000, to the State penal in- 
stitutions. 

Preparation of the general plans, 
as a basis of the application, is be- 
ing carried on for the Governor by 
D. F. Wallace, an architect, of In- 
dependence, with the aid of L. R. 
Bowen, an engineer, of St. Louis, 
and local architects in towns where 
the State institutions are located. 
Col. Miller’s staff is aiding in the 
work. 

Allotments Not Fixed. 

The Governor said itt had not been 
determined so far how much would 
be allotted to each of the State 
eleemosynary and penal institu- 
tions. The State eleemosynary in- 
stitutions include hospitals for the 
insane in Fulton, St. Joseph, Ne- 
vada and Farmington, a State 
school for feeble-minded persons at 
Marshall, the State sanitorium for 
tubercular patients at Mount Ver- 
non, and the State home for chil- 
dren at Carrollton.

The index of purchasing power 
of the farm products switched from 
60 to 61, a mark 24 per cent above 
the low level for the year and 17 
per cent above that for last year. 
The bureau reported the gold 
value of the dollar decreased from 
62.5 to 61.6 cents between Nov, 8 
and Nov. 15 and that on Nov. 24 it 
was 61.2.

KILLED 10 AVENGE 
MURDERS IN 1932 


Former Officers Shot Out- 
right After Being Taken 
From Escort on Cuban 
Highway. © 


By the Associated Press. 

MATANZAS, Cuba, Nov. 25.—Un- 
identified men shot and killed five 
former Cuban army officers on a 
highway near Colon today after 
forcibly seizing the victims from 
guards escorting them from Ma- 
tanzas to Santa Clara. 

Matanzas residents inclined to 
the belief that revenge was the mo- 


tive, since the officers were killed 
near the ranch of the late Gallego 
Alvarez, who, with his three sons, 
was killed by soldiers in 1932. 

The five officers, who had served 
under former President Gerardo 
Machado, were charged with being 
implicated in the Alvarez killings. 

The assailants, armed with ma- 
chine guns and rifles, stopped the 
guards and officers on the highway 
near Colon, held the escorting sol- 
diers at bay, took the former of- 
ficers six yards from the road and 
killed them outright. 

The dead: 

Col. Abelardo Herrera Estrada, 
former chief of the Matanzas dis- 
trict; Capt. Sacramento Castillo, 
former military supervisor of Ma- 
tanzas; Lieut. Armando Vilches, 
former chief of the Colon garri- 
son; Lieut. Ladislao Valido, former 
chief of the Calimeta Garrison, and 
Lieut. Luis Nardo Noda, former 
chief of the Perico Garrison. 

Authorities began an investiga- 
tion. The military detachment was 
commanded by Lieut. Rodolfo San- 
chez. . 


Bodies of the officers were found 
by farmers and taken to Colon. 
Lieut. Sanchez and the two soldiers 
who also were guarding the former 
officers were bound and gagged by 
the 40 assailants. ;

“was proof that the people are im- 
patient with the slowness of the 
trials of Machado followers.”

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ROOSEVELT ORDERS BULLITT 
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TO 60 TO MOSCOW AT ONCE 


Ambassador Will Establish Eela- 
tions and Return with Report on 
Needs for Quarters.

ARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 2. 
—President Roosevelt tonight di- 
rected Ambassador William C. Bul- 
litt to proceed immediately to Rus- 
sia to establish new relations with 
the Soviet Government and then to 
return to the United States for a 
report. 

The President issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Because of the difficulty of es- 
tablishing adequate quarters for an 
American embassy. and consulate 
ana the staffs thereof in Moscow, 
where there is a housing shortage 
and a complete lack of American 
Government offices and residences, 
I have ordered Ambassador Bullitt 
to proceed to Moscow to present his 
credentials, study the problem and 
make such preliminary arrange- 
ments as he may deem wise. 

“Mr. Bullitt will embark on the 
steamship President Harding on 
Nov. 29 and will proceed direct to 
Moscow. 

“T have ordered Mr. Bullitt to re- 
turn to the United States as soon 
as practicable to report on the prob- 
lem of the permanent establishment 
of the embassy and consulates and 
to organize the staffs.” 


MISSOURI BAR SURVEY GROUP 
HOLDS ORGANIZATION MEETING 


Subcommittees to Carry on Re- 
search Named by Ex-Gov. Caul- 
field, Commission Chairman. 
JEFFERSON‘CITY, Nov. 25.— 
The Judicial Commission appointed 
recently by the Missouri Supreme 
Court to investigate the practice of 
law in Missouri and to make rec- 
ommendations to the court on the 
most effective means of regulating 
the bar, held its first meeting here 
this afternoon and organized to 
conduct its survey. Subcommittees 
to carry on several lines of re- 
search were appointed by the chair- 
man, former Gov. Henry S. Caul- 
field. The committee then ad- 
journed to meet here again on Jan. 
6. Former Circuit Judge James E. 
Goodrich of Kansas City, was elect- 
ed secretary. 
Judge Frank E. Atwood ad- 
dressed the commission on behalf 
of the court.

Pruning of two valuable box 
trees in Calvary Cemetery on the 
family burial lot of Joseph Murphy, 
wealthy pioneer wagon manufactur- 
er who died in 1901, has been made 
the subject of a complaint to the 
cemetery association by his daugh- 
ter, Miss Eva Murphy of the West- 
moreland Hotel. 

All of the lower branches of the 


and fullness of foliage, were sawed 
off at the trunks eight feet above 
the ground. 

The trees, estimated by a_ tree 


expert to be more than 100 years 
old, were transplanted 65 years ago 
to the cemetery by Mr. Murphy 
from the old Murphy estate at 
Grand boulevard and Delor streets. 
They are 16 feet high and had a 
spread in the lower branches of 14 
feet. 

Miss Murphy declined yesterday 
to place a value on the trees, but 
an expert whose advice she sought 
is understood to have told her they 
were worth $10,000. 


An officer of the cemetery asso- 
ciation said they were “priceless” 
and the only two in Calvary Ceme- 
tery. 
“I did not order the pruning 
done,” Miss Murphy said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “and I be-/| 
lieve the trees are ruined. If 
pruned at all, they should have 
only been trimmed to shape them. 
It’s just a pity to have cut off all 
the lower branches. I don’t know 
of any box trees in this section of 
the country that could have equaled 
them in shape and size. They were 
beautiful specimens and have been 
in the family so long.” 

The cemetery association official 
said he did not believe the trees 
were ruined, going on to say that 
Andrew A. O’Leary, superintendent 
of the cemetery, had made a report 
to the association board that. the 
lower branches were cut off  be- 
cause the trees had become infested 
with an insect, and the pruning 
was necessary to keep the trees 
from dying.

RELIEF TO PAYROLLS BY CWA 


Numbers Reported by State Offi- 
clals; 6000 at Work in Missouri, 
65,000 in Illinois.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Fig- 
ures from State officials today in- 
dicated that the newly created Civil 
Works Administration had trans- 
ferred over 1,000,000 persons from 
relief rolls to pay rolls.

State estimates showed that more 
persons had been put to work in 
New York than in any other State

UF CLYDE BARROW 


W. D. Jones, 17, in Dallas 
Jail Says Gang Leader 
and Woman Killed Dep- 
uty Sheriff. 


By the Associated Press. 
DALLAS, Tex., Nov. 25.—Accused 
of murder, W. D. Jones, 17-year-old 
former confederate of Clyde Bar- 
row, West Texas desperado, looked 
upon his cell as a haveh tonight. 
“I don’t want to get out of jail,” 
the youth said. “If I should and 
Clyde Barrow met me, he would 
let me have it.” 


Accused of slaying Deputy Sheriff 
Malcolm Davis in West Dallas last 
Jan. 7, Jones was quoted by police 
as saying in a purported confession 
the officer was shot down by Bar- 
row and his cigar-smoking woman 
companion, Bonnie Parker. 

Jones’ statement also was regard- 
ed by officers as absolving Frank 
Hardy of Waco, under a murder 
charge for the killing of got 
Johnson at Temple, Tex., last 
Christmas day, which Jones at- 
tributed to Barrow. 

Barrow Escapes Trap. 

As he talked, officers were hunt- 
ing North Texas for Barrow and 
the Parker woman, who shot their 
way out of an officers’ trap near 
Dallas last Thursday and escaped, 
after commandeering the motor car 
of two Fort Worth attorneys. The 
bullet-torn machine they abandoned 
in their getaway. 

“Clyde only kept me with him to 
drive the car and keep a lookout,” 
Jones said. “Mostly, I was a look- 


was my job to get the car started.” 

Jones displayed wounds which he 
said he received in several fights 
with officers while the companion 
of Barrow and his brother, Buck 
Barrow, who was injured fatally in 
a gun fight at Dexter, Ia, last 
July 24. 


Says Barrow Killed Six. 


“From what I saw and what 
Clyde and Buck Barrow have told 
me,” he said, “I know they have 
killed at least six men and I don’t 
know how many more I don’t know 
about.” 

Jones told of meeting Barrow 
nearly a year ago, and of getting 
into his car “to ride to Dallas.” 
Thereafter he was virtually their 
prisoner until he escaped in Mis- 
sissippi, recently, he said. 

Jones asserted Barrow and his 
woman companion killed a man in 
Temple for attempting to stop 
them in the theft of a car. Offi- 
cers believed the victim was John- 
son. 


To prevent his escape, Jones 
said, Barrow often locked him in 
the turtleback of their car. Later 
he slept handcuffed to a tree.

Other crimes outlined in Jones’ 
statement, for which the fugitives 
are sought, included:

Dance Ends Celebration of Erection—U. S. 
Inspectors Call Camp Finest of 
Kind in Country 


A permanent camp, destined to 
become a lodge for visifors' to 
Meramec State Park, near Sulli- 
van, virtually has been. completed 
by the Civilian Conservation Corps 
company there and will] be occupied 
as its winter quarters. 

Said by Government inspectors 
to be the finest conservation camp 
in the United States, the nine main 
buildings, capable of accommodat- 
ing 250 persons overnight, are 
grouped effectively on two wooded 
hills commanding extensive views 
of scenic sections of the 7000-acre 
park. 

Constructed on an $18,000 Federal 
budget almost entirely by members 
of the corps, the camp could not be 
duplicated for less than $60,000, ac- 
cording to an estimate yesterday by 
C. A. Doland, a Federal park engi- 
neer in charge of construction and 
park planning. 

Most of the 213 members of the 
company have moved into their new 
winter quarters. All participated 
last night in a dance marking the 
close of a two-day celebration over 
the erection of the buildings, which 
existed only on. blueprints until a 
month ago when the first consign- 
ment of lumber arrived. 

Turkey Dinner Served. 

More than a score of State and 

Federal officials visited the camp 
Friday night and ate a turkey din- 
ner served by the campers in a big 
mess hall, 80 by 30 feet, completed 
a few hours earlier. After dinner 
the youths presented a vaudeville 
show, including skits and musical 
numbers. Within a few days the 
last of the tents on the original 
camp site, established last June ‘in 
a valley a mile away will have been 
struck. 
Only final exterior refinements 
remain to be finished. All of the 
buildings are in use and three are 
completed entirely. Besides the 
mess hall, which has a big open 
stone fireplace at each end and a 
kitchen adjoining, there are eight 
barracks, each 60 by 30 feet. 

In order to obviate the necessity 
of any changes save for the erection 
of partitions when the barracks are 
converted into lodges for the ac- 
commodation of park visitors, each 
building has five doors on both 
sides. Eventually, they will contain 
10, seven and five rooms, Doland 
said. 

Porches are flagstones; the com- 
pleted buildings are stained a dark 
green, harmonizing with the foliage. 
Floors are of concrete, covered with 
matched pine. The buildings are 
stoutly constructed; they have none 
of the flimsiness or appearance of 
impermanence which marked many 


days. 

Future Home for Club Groups. 

Three buildings grouped on one 
hill will be set aside—after the 
Civilian Conservation Corps has 
been disbanded—as headquarters 
for organizatiois coming to the 
park, such as 4-H Clubs and Boy 
and Girl Scouts. One will be used 
as an assembly room. 

About 30 campers are assigned 
now to a barracks, cots placed neat- 
ly in long rows, wood burning 
stoves radiating ample heat. They 
are snug and comfortable. 

Within a few days a bath house, 
contplete with showers, will have 
been finished and yesterday the 
campers were putting the finishing 
touches on a 235-foot well capable 
of pumping 750 gallons an hour. 
Lighting equipment is en route, and 
connections have been completed. 

Ready for the winter—their en- 
listment expires March 31—the 
campers evince a morale in decided 
contrast to the uncertainty which 
marked their actions when they 
first joined the corps last summer. 
Recruits no longer, they have a 
tangible record of accomplishments 
behind them ar 2 definite winter 
program ahead which includes the 
establishment of classes in draw- 
ing, electrical engineering, and oth- 
er practical subjects. 

Physical Condition Improved. 
Physical condition of the camp- 
ers reflects the result of five 
months of outdoor life and regular 
exercise. The average gain, said 
Lieut. R. S. Metheny, a medical re- 
serve officer from Lincoln, Neb., 
who has been on duty since the 
camp opened, is 7.77 pounds. Over- 
weight boys have lost, he _ said, 
while underweight ones have picked 
up. 

A gain in height of 1.3 inches 
has been recorded. Lieut. Methany 
thinks it is not all actual growth 
but apparent because the youths 
have learned correct posture, and 
stand erect. No serious illnesses 
have occurred and but one major 


of the cantonz--_nts of World War, 


moved fire hazards from 200 acres. 
Doland, who outlined the work 
schedule, said the campers also 
have developed a park-planning 
program, making several bridle 
paths and opening vistas at points 
where the passerby once saw only 
a few yards into the trees. The 
results already are noticeable. 
During the summer the youths 
killed more, than 70 copperhead 
snakes and captured several ani- 
mais—including a quartet of ’pos- 
sums—which they contributed to 
the park zoo. Thoroughfares lead- 
ing into the park were improved; 
work was begun on fire lanes; 
minor improvements were made. 


Jobs for the Winter. 


The winter’s program will in- 
clude, Doland explained, the crea- 
tion of numerous fire lanes—cleared 
strips about 40 feet wide and as 
much as three miles long, ultimate- 
ly plowed—and further development 
of the river front. Additional road- 
ways and trails are projected. 

Should enough satisfactory logs 
be obtained when clearing the way 
for fire lanes and bridle paths, it is 


probable -that a log-cabin type. 
recreational hall may be added to 
the group of camp buildings. 
Quick to take pride in their camp, 
the youths besiege their officers 
with suggestions for everything 
from a fire place to a spring house. 
The visitor is met with eagerness. 
“Say, let me show you our quar- 
ters,” exclaimed a camper yester- 
day, leading the way to a new bar- 
racks, “we think it is the best in 
camp.” 

Cortstantly is heard the expres- 
sion “our camp”; no disposition is 
shown to sit down and wait for 
what the Government might be- 
stow; the campers appear to be up 
and doing—even during recreation 
hours. 


“TI got pretty sick of it during the 
summer,” said another camper, 
“what with flies and heat, but now 
I’m glad I stuck it out. This is a 
swell place and I’ve gotten so I 
like to work about the woods.” 
Some Going Home for Holidays. 
About 75 of the youths, many of 
them from Kansas City, have re- 
ceived permission to go home for 
Thanksgiving. Some already are 
inquiring what the future holds for 
them when the Civiliaon Conserva- 
tion Corps is over. 
In an endeavor to help them ob- 
tain jobs, Lieut. Williams has 
learned their various ambitions ard 
is drilling them in the technique of 
applying for jobs. He will, in turn,

Hampton Avenue Bridge. 


EXPECTS TO BEGIN 
WORK IN SPRING 


Last Link in Cross-Town 
Boulevard Will Cross 
Tracks of Frisco and Mis- 


souri Pacific. 


An application has been prepared 
by the city for a grant of $86,700 
from the Federal Public Works Ad- 
ministration to apply on the pro- 
posed $363,700 Hampton avenue via- 
duct. The city has available $277,- 
000, the remainder of the cost. The 
application will be filed this week. 

It is planned to start construc- 
tion by spring. The work will last 
a year and give employment at 
varying intervals to 1100 men. Start- 
ing with about 60 men, the force 
will be built up to a maximum of 
about 100. Average pay is figured 
by the city at 65 cents an hour for 
common labor and $1.25 for skilled 
workers. 

This will be the last link in a 
new cross town boulevard. Hamp- 
ton avenue extends from Forest 
Park, at Oakland avenue, to Gra- 
vois avenue, near the city limits and 
the projected River des Peres park- 
way. The viaduct will cross Man- 
chester avenue, the Missouri Pa- 
cific and Frisco tracks and the open 
channel of the Des Peres drainage 
works. Hampton is the only 
through route in the southern part 
of the city, west of Kingshighway. 

The viaduct will be 1170 feet long, 
including approaches, and will ex- 
tend from Loretta street (a block 
north of Manchester) to Eveline 
street. There will be side connec- 
tions to Manchester. The clearance 
of the viaduct over Manchester 
avenue will be 16 feet and over 
the railroad tracks 22 feet. There

Railroads to Pay Nothing. 

It is not proposed to charge the 
railroads with part of the cost, as 
this is a new thoroughfare and part 
of the major street system. Labor 
and material will cost $289,000, the 
city estimates; overhead, contrac- 
tors’ profit and insurance $54,100, 
and engineering charges $20,600. 
The grant to be requested repre- 
sents 30 per cent of the labor and 
material cost. The city’s share of 
the cost will be derived as follows: 
1920 bond issue for eliminating 
grade crossings, $225,225; 1923 bond 
issue for same purpose, $46,575; 
municipal revenue, $5200. 

For the last several years Hamp- 
ton has been opened and paved be- 
tween Gravois avenue and Eveline 
street. It was legally widened to 
80 feet for half a mile, between 
Manchester and Oakland, several 
years ago, but has not been devel- 
oped in that section. It is probable 
the city will lay a new 56-foot pave- 
ment in this section on completion 
of the viaduct.

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CAMPAIGN FOR GARMENTS 


Intensive Drive Will Get Under Way Tomor- 
row and Close Thursday—Demand 
Greatest in History. 


The Clothing Bureau of Citizens’ 
Committee, 815 North Broadway, 
will conduct an intensive campaign 
for contributions of discarded shoes 
and clothing beginning tomorrow 
and ending Thursday, Thanksgiving 
day. 

Moving picture theaters will car- 
ry an appeal for contributions on 
their screens, and the Kroger and 
Piggly-Wiggly stores have made 
arrangements to accept bundles for 
the Clothing Bureau. 


Demands on the bureau now ex- 
ceed anything in its history, it was 
said by Mrs. Irvin Bettman, direc- 
tor. During October, she said, it 
distributed 188,270 garments among 
53,189 persons, compared with 61,945 
garments among 16,167 persons in 
October, 1932. 


“In its effort to meet this in- 
creased pressure,” Mrs. Bettman 
said, “the bureau has been extend- 
ed to the utmost, and yet there is 
not a week that we are not forced 
to turn away many families with- 
out the garments they hoped to 


obtain. 


“This is all the more deplorable 
because many unemployed parents 
bring their entire families to the 
bureau and often wait for several 
hours. For these the Clothing Bu- 
reau represents their only oppor- 
tunity of obtaining the clothing 
they need to protect them in the 
winter months.” 

In every instance clothing given 
to the bureau is cleaned and re- 
paired before being placed on its 
shelves for free distribution among 
those who present orders from the 
relief agencies of Citizens’ Com- 
mittee. 


Contributions of individuals and 
of retail stores account for the bulk 
of the clothing made available to 
the bureau. Many garments have 
been received by St. Louis Chapter 
of the Red Cross which has turned 
over to the bureau clothing made 
from materials given to it by the 
Government.

Joins in Plea of Other Busi- 
ness Organizations for 
Immediate “Stabilization 
of the Currency. 


The St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce, through a resolution adopted 
by its board of directors yesterday, 
joined in the plea voiced recently 
by business organizations for imme- 
diate stabilization of the currency 
on a gold basis. 

The local business group, saying 
there is growing uncertainty and 
fear of “permanent abandonment of 
a sound monetary and currency 
system,” asked that the Govern- 
ment immediately announce its in- 
tention “to restore and maintain a 
gold-secured currency at a proper 
ratio.” 

A resolution asking for imme- 
diate stabilization of the currency 
on a gold standard was adopted re- 
cently by the New York State 
Chamber of Commerce and Friday 


the ninth annual New England con- 


ference, a sectional convention of 
business men, adopted a_ similar 
resolution. 

Following is the text of the reso- 
lution which was adopted by the 
St. Louis group after considerable 
discussion and on the recommend- 
ation of a special committee ap- 
pointed Nov. 10 to study the sub- 
ject:

ARE ENOUGH FBR BANK 


Judge Faris Refuses Plea for 
Third Appointment for Joint 
Stock Land Depository. 


Even in “thia golden age of re- 
ceiverships,” Federal Judge Faris 
remarked yesterday, there should 
be no need for three receivers to 
liquidate one insolvent land bank, 
'So he denied the application of C. 
E. Partridge of Kansas City for ap- 
pointment of a third receiver for 
the St. Louis Joint Stock Land 


Bank. 

Partridge had sought to have a 
receiver appointed to take charge 
of mortgages and pledged assets of 
the bank, contending that these 
were held by its registrar, and not 
by the bank itself. The Court held 
the registrar, as an officer of the 
bank, was simply custodian of the 
pledged assets. . 

S. L. Cantley, former State Fi- 
nance Commissioner, was appointed 
receiver for the bank.in June, 1932, 
by the Federal Farm Loan Board. 
A second receiver, Edward M. 
Flesh, was appointed by Judge 
Faris to administer such assets as 
might be recovered for the bank 
from its stockholders undcr the 
double liability provision of its 
charter.

74 Pct. Increase in October As 
Compared to the Same

‘CHICAGO, Nov. 25.—Department 


store trade in the five states of the 
Seventh Fedral Reserve Banking 
district showed an increase of 7.4 


per cent in October over October of 
1932, the Reserve Bank’s monthly 
business survey showed today. 

The largest ,ain over September 
business was made in Milwaukee, 
where the survey reports an in- 
crease of 13% per cent, almost dou- 
ble the usual] October-September in- 
crease for 1923-32. The increase 
for the entire district was .4 per 
cent over this average, which the 
bank gives as 7 »er cent. 

Sales in Chicago rose 5% per 
cent over Septemher, and were 14.4 
per cent higher than in October, 
1932. Detroit was the only large 
city to record a decline from last 
October. 

Retail shoe trade, which enjoyed 
a boom in September, fell 28 per 
cent in the district, but was 3.per 
cent higher than in October, 1932. 
Retail furniture sales were 10 per 
cent higher than the year ago fig- 
ure. 

Gains over October of 1932 were 
shown in wholesale distribution of 
groceries, hardware, dry goods, 
drugs and electrical supplies, but 
some of the c.mmodities, the bank 
reports, showed less than the usual 
seasonal expansion.

The number of none-Federal ap- 
plications regarded as “worthy of 
consideration” was placed at 4661, 
with new ones being filed constant- 
ly.

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CHAIN STORE TAK 
BILL DISAPPROVED 
BY 0. OF C. BOARD 


Directors Also Condemn 
Proposed Elimination of 
State Property Levy and 
13 Other Measures. 


The board of directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce has _ an- 
nounced its disapproval of the pro- 
posed chain-store tax bill, pending 
in both houses of the Missouri Leg- 
islature now in special session, as 
House Bill 26°and Senate Bill 26.

The adverse recommendations on 
these measures are part of a list 
of 15 disapproved measures made 
public by the directors yesterday. 
They also approve 15 pending bills. 

A tax on each store in a chain, 
ranging from $25 a store in small 
chains to $200 a store in large 
chains, is proposed in House-Sen- 
ate bills 26. Regarding this, 
directors say that chain stores now 
pay property tax, income tax, cor- 
poration franchise tay and tax on 
volume of sales, and that an addi- 
tional tax at the rate proposed 
would be confiscatory. 

As to the proposal to eliminate 
the property tax, the Chamber of 
Commerce directors hold that it 
would result in no saving to tax- 
payers, as local governments 
would “take advantage of the situ- 
ation to increase local taxes and 
embark on additional extrava- 
gances.” The general property tax 
was held to be a safeguard against 
extravagance, giving all property 
owners an interest in opposing un- 
due expenditures. If it were elim- 
inated, the demands of organized 
minorities would b2 much strong- 
er, it is suggested.

NEW YORK, Nrcv. 25.—Frederic 
W. Alen, investment banker, and 
brother-in-law of Daniel K. Catlin 
and Theron E. Catlin of St. Louis, 
died today after several months’ 
illness at his home, 4 Sutton place. 

Mr. Allen was 56 years old, and 
was senior member of Lee, Higgin- 
son & Co., with which firm he had 
been for 18 years. He was a direc- 
tor in 32 other companies, a trustee 
for four educational institutions, 
and a member of two hospital di- 
rectorates, 

He was a native of Massachusetts 
and at Yale was a friend of the 
late George W. Simmons, with 
whom, after his graduation in 1900, 
he entered the service of Simmons 
Hardware Co. in St. Levis. He 
lived in St. Louis nearly 10 years, 
before being made a vice-president 
of the Merchants and Metals Na- 
tional Bank in New York. This 
connection also result’d front a 
college acquaintance, with the 
nephews of John D. Rockefeller. 

In 1911 Mr. Allen married Miss 
Irene Catlin, daughter of the late 
Daniel Catlin, St. Louis tobacco 
manufacturer. Their wedding was 
a notable social event. The widow 
and three daughters, Justine Cat- 
lin, Irene Winthrop and Martha 
Emily Allen, survive him. D. K. 
and Theron Catlin were at his bed- 
side shortly before his death. 

Mr. Allen was chairman of the

TRANGE times are approach- 
wing in the racing world. As 
‘the winter season nears, plans 
for various race tracks reveal a 
number of innovations that leave 
us popeyed in the contemplation. 

At New Orleans (Jefferson 
Park) the track will open betting 
operations at 10 a. m., with ad- 
vance odds being posted on a 
bookmaking basis, although the 
races do not start until 2 p. m. 
In the afternoon the pari-mutuels 
will be operating but not the 
bookies. The amount of the mu- 
tuel takeout is just a guess— 
nothing is mentioned legally. This 
track also will inaugurate a 25- 
cent admission price. 

At Fair Grounds track, also at 
New Orleans, clubhouse bettors 
will be served by bookmakers, 
who will be permitted to operate 
for a daily fee of $120. But in 
the grandstand only the mutuels 
will be working. 

In Florida, where both the dogs 
and the horses may amble to 
pari-mutuel accompaniment, the 
State will take out 3 per cent 
from both pools, but will permit 
the dog promoters to deduct 10 
per cent for themselves while the 
horses rate only 7 per cent.

Jack Carlson threw himself in front 
of a heave from Capt. Allen “Chub- 
by” Bagwell, intercepted the throw 
and ran to the West Enders’ i4- 
yard mark. The courageous Soldan 
team rallied to halt three thrusts 
at the line, but on the fourth down, 
Russell Rapp passed to Eugene 
Brew, substitute end, who fell over 
the goal line with the ball for a 
touchdown.

The manner in which Cleveland 
earned the distinction of being the 
only school ever to win two footbali 
championships in succession can 
best be illustrated by a condensed 
version of the play by play. So 
here it is. 

FIRST QUARTER. 

Soroky kicked off for Soldan. 
After Kracke made 11 yards, Cleve- 
land was forced to punt. A long 
ppess from Bagwell to John O’Con- 
nell just missed connections when 
O’Connell dropped the ball.

Stelmach moved the ball up four 
yards and then on the last down 
Kracke sent his second place kick 
spinning through the uprights.

Fenenga Started in 1920. 


Much credit should be given to 
Coach Bert E. Fenenga. Just 13 
years ago, Fenenga was brought to 
Cleveland as instructor and foot- 
ball coach from Yankton College, 
S. D. He was successful in winning 
'the title his first year with such 
stars in the lineup as Ed “Beanie” 
Gragg, Max Starkloff, Ted Siebert, 
Cari Weilbacher, August Jaudes, 
Phil Faudi, Irwin Gammeter and 
many others. Then four years went 
by before Fenenga coached a sec- 
ond-title winning team. Among 
this group were Lazlo Sommer, Bob 
Kohlbry, Frank Pickering, Carl 
Williams and Ed Plank. 

Led by Bob Graham, Homer 
Mosgrove, Joe Mowry, Stuart 
Braznell and others Cleveland ob- 
tained its third championship in 
1926. The claim for the ownership 
of the Yale Bow! was strongly made 
last year when Wilfred Kracke, 
Willard Hans, Jack Beger, Dan 
Cubbage and their mates charged 
to the championship with four vic- 
tories and a tie. 

Thus, when the Carondelet eleven 
earned its championship yesterday, 
five boys—Kracke, Rapp, Art Faer- 
ber, .Schwinke and Stelmach, have 
the honor of being th@ only letter- 
men in the high Schools during the 
19 years that the Yale Bowl has 
been in competition—who were on 
successive championship teams. 
Leonard Reiter, substitute quarter- 
back, was a member of the squad 
in 1932.

Well rested by week-end vacations and their “heavy work” com- 
pleted for the season, the Washington U. Bears and the St. Louis U. 
Billikens tomorrow will start on the final polishing process which, 
both hope, will bring victory in the annual football game at Francis 
Field next Thursday, Thanksgiving day. 


With Coach Walsh of St. Louis 
declining to name his starting line- 
up, it is difi:cult to compare the 
weight averages that will obtain 
next Thursday. But there ix a gen- 
eral feeling that few, if any, 
changes will be made in the Billi- 
ken battle front and that those play- 
ers who have been seen in action 
as regulars during the season will 
be in their places -<vhen Referee 
Birch blows the starting whistle. 
The Washington lineup has been de- 
termined for some time. 


Lines Are Well Matched. 
If it is reasonable to assume that 


the St. Louis line will consist of 
Krause, Montgomery, Kersens or 
Beck, Axtell, 3ockrath, Conlon and 
Spehr and that Bassett, Kane, Hur- 
ley and Manuel Rapp will constitute 
the Billiken backfield, the group 
weights would be as follows: Line, 
187; backs, 184; team, 186. Against 
this are the Washington figures: 
Line, 184; backs, 169; team, 178. 
Probably the8e figures will prove 
about correct and the Billikens will 
have, as a team, an advantage of 
eight pounds a man. The two lines 
are well matched, there being a 
margin of only three pounds a man. 
for the Billikens. But, in the back- 
field, there is a big difference—15 
pounds a man to be exact. This 
would be cut down considerably if 
Thompson or Feldman enters action 
as St. Louis quarter for both are 
considerably lighter than Bassett. 
Therefore, if, as coaches of the 
two schools seem to think, it is 
going to be a “battle of the lines,” 
neither tear would appear to have 
an advantage. <As for experience, 
the St. Louis starters will be sen- 
iors or juniors, while, of the Wash- 
ington team, six are sophomores, 
three are juniors and two seniors, 
the “elderly gentlemen” being Cap- 
tain Glyn Clark and Gus Erspamer. 
Of the probable St. Louis starters, 
Bassett, Rapp, Spehr, Kersens, 
Beck, Bockrath and Montgomery 
will be playing their final college

game. So, the “nod” on experience 
goes to the Billikens. 
Closer Than Last Season. 

Weight figures disclose that the 
two teams \ ill be much more near- 
ly equal than they were a year ago. 
In 1932, the Billikens, as a team, 
had a weight margin of 18 pounds, 
the backfield averaging 45 pounds 
a man heavier than the Bears and 
the line enjoying a three-pounds-a- 
man advantage. So, in regard to 
poundage, the Bears are much bet- 
ter off this year. 

Washington weights show that 
the 1933 line is about seven pounds 
a man heavier and that the backs 
are, on an average, 11 pounds heav- 
ier, The Billiken line this year is two 
pounds a man lighter tnan in 1932 
and the backfield, per man, is 19 
pounds lighter. 

Of those players who either will 
start or are pretty certain to see 
some action Thursday, Washington 
has four who saw service a year 
Heitmeyer 
and Harry Brown. Of the Billikens, 
Montgomery, Bockrath, Harry Min- 
key, Bassett, Thompson, Rapp and 
Arenz were most prominent in the 
Thanksgiving day doings. 

Many Players to Be Lost. 

At Washington, Clark, Erspamer, 
H. Tyrrell and Hedenkamp will end 
their college football! careers in the 
big battle. At St. Louis, it will be 
the “last roundup” for Thompson, 
Feldman, Howland, Meinhardt, 
Spehr, Kersens, Minkey, Bassett, 
Beck, Bockrath, Montgomery, M.

Interest in this game is at its 
highest pitch in years. This is evi- 
denced by a record advance sale.

Notre Dame’s Ramblers of football 
stuffed 20 rabbits’ feet in their 
moleskins for good luck today 
against Southern California's Tro- 
jans, but they couldn’t catch the 
slippery “Cottontail” from San Die- 
go’s Hills, and were hopelessly 
crushed 19 to 0. 

Picking up where he left off with 
his spectacular touchdown raids 
along the Far West sector, Irvine 
Warburton, a human rabbit with 
a hundred tricks concealed in his 
five feet six inch 145-pound frame, 
smashed the Rambler defensive 
works to lead the Trojans to their 
most decisive conquest in eight 
games against their once mighty 
foemen. Warburton started the 
scoring in the second period, ended 
it with a minute to go, and so rid- 
dled the Rambler line that he 
gained a total of 95 yards in 18 
attempts for an advance of better 
than five yards a try. 

Series Now Even. 

“Cottontail” Warburton, ably as- 
sisted by a stalwart line and a 
tackling genius in Cal Clemens, 
gave the Trojans a great measure of 
satisfaction in today’s smashing tri- 
umph. Before the largest margin 
of victory ever achieved by the 
Westerners was 13 points in 1928 
and last year. The victory also 
evened the series at four games 
each, sent Southern California 
ahead in the point total of eight 
contests, 105 to 88, and partially 
avenged their defeat in 1930 when 
the late Knute Rockne led his raid- 
ers to a 27-to-0 conquest.

Turkey Season Approaches. 
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Missouri's 30-day season for hunting wild turkey opens at sunup 
Dec. 1. The State’s largest native game bird is to be found in approx- 


imately 20 Ozark counties, south of the Missouri River. 


The season’s 


bag limit is one bird. Roost shooting is prohibited and hunting may 


be done only during the hours of daylight. 


Holders of State-wide 


hunting licenses may hunt this wary creature, 


The state’s “turkey belt” com- 
prises about fifty per cent of the 
entire state. However, the Game & 
Fish Department’s “range map” 
shows that Some turkeys are found 
in only about one out of every four 
counties in this favorable territory. 

Turkey hunting conditions are re- 
ported to be the best in the follow- 
ing counties: Douglas, Mississippi, 
Oregon, Dent, Phelps, Paney, and 
Carter Counties. Other good turkey 
hunting counties include Maries, 
Osage, Wright, Cole, New Madrid, 
Dunklin, Ripley, Franklin, Craw- 
ford, Christian, Benton, Wayne and 
Texas Counties. 

In recent years Missouri’s small 
native turkey stock has been aug- 
mented by the best of artificially 
propagated wild strains under the 
present system of propagation in 
state parks and game preserves. 

Missouri contains the only turkey 
range in the north-central states 
and as a result is attracting the 
attention of conservationists and 
sportsmen. 


Trappers Now Busy. 


Missouri’s trapping season is now 
on.and many farmers of the state 
in that manner pick up a little ex- 
tra cash. Many school boys make 
their winter pocket money with 
trap lines. 

Trapping in the state has not 
been so popular in the last few 
years. Fur prices have been low 
and the number of pelts. taken 
would hardly pay the cost. 


Wind Blows Lake Away. 


Recent high winds almost caused 
the destruction of Swan Lake, a 


300-acre hunting preserve, located 
in a flat bottom in the valley of 
the Grand River between Bruns- 
wick and Carroll County, according 
to E. F. Swinney of Kansas City, 
one of the owners of the lake. 

“It was an unusual phenomenon,” 
writes Swinney. “Our shallow lake 
was rolled to one end and blown 
over the flat stretches of adjacent 
land. That adjacent ground was 
dry and the lake water piled up on 
it never came back. When the 
wind would change to a new dry 
shore we lost more lake. I have 
read of the skies raining frogs and 
fish, but I never expected to see a 
lake blown away before my eyes.”

They said 
the truck came through the record 
yun in excellent shape, despite bad 
driving conditions all the way. The 
truck encountered snow and ice the 
first night out, ran through a heavy 
rainstorm in the Ozarks the second 
night, and Wednesda; plowed 
through desert sand and dust for 
more than 12 hours. 

In addition to its full load of 
merchandise, the Ford freighter 
carried improvised bunks for the 
relay drivers and the official ob- 
Servers from the Philadelphia club. 
Jt stopped only for gasoline and 
oil, three hours and 27 minutes be- 
ing lost in refueling stops, making 
the net running time across the 
continent 67 hours, 45 minutes and 
30 seconds.

Driving on Smooth 
Tires Costs Twice as 


Much as on Non-Skid 


So Goodrich Engineers Concluded 
After Considering All Fac- 
tors in Case, 


It costs twice as much to run a 


smooth tire as one with a non-skid 
tread. This fact was developed by 
the United States Rubber Co. while 
comparing smooth and _ non-skid 
rubber costs of the most popular 
size tires, 5.25 by 18. Company 
statisticians learned that’ the 
| smooth rubber cost was $6.45, as 
contrasted with a non-skid rubber 
cost of $3. 

A 5.25 by 18 costs about $10. 
Under so-called average driving 
conditions, it will give approximate- 
ly 16,500 miles of service before the 
tread wears smooth. Based on the 
generally accepted theory that 70 
per cent of.a tire’s mileage is de- 
livered before the tread loses its 
non-skid properties, there would be 
a theoretical remainder of 7070 
miles of smooth rubber. This, how- 
ever, is not the actual situation, be- 
cause no one knowingly drives a 
tire to destruction. A fair assump- 
tion is that 5000 of the 7070 miles 
would be used, making a total mile- 
age of 21,500. 

Easy to Figure. 

Tire mileage varies as much as 
40 per cent, owing to difference in 
roads, climate, driving habits, and 
other factors. As a result, oné can- 
not accurately determine an aver- 
age driving condition or the aver- 
age mileage obtained thereunder. 
But the 16,500-mile figure was es- 
tablished as scientifically as pos- 
sible through sectional and national 
tread wear surveys. 

It now becomes a simple task to 
learn what it will cost the motorist 
to, run the 21,500 miles, provided he 
discards the old tires at 16,500 miles 
and replaces it with a new one for 
the additional 5000 miles. 

He pays $10 for the 16,500 miles 
given by the original tire, of 6-100 
of a cent per mile. He pays the 
same rate per mile for the replace- 
ment tire. 

If he drives the replacement tire 
5000 miles, that amount of mileage 
costs him: 5000 times 6-100 of a 
cent, or $3. Therefore, he pays a 
total of $13 for 21,500 miles run on 
non-skid rubber. 

At first glance this might indicate 
that the motorist will save $3 by 
continuing to run his old, smooth 
tire for the full distance of 21,500 
miles. But the facts do not support 
such an appraisal. 

In the last 5000 miles, during 
which the motorist is trying to 
economize by driving on smooth 
rubber, he will encounter his great- 
est amount of tire trouble. Two 
punctures are nct too much to ex- 
pect in this final period of tire life. 
What about their cost? 

The ready answer might say that 
75 cents apiece will cover them. The 
more thoughtful answer will place 
the total at approximately $3.40 
This figure is conservative when 
the motorist stops to consider items 
such as patching and garage serv- 
ice, cost of delays, loss and damage 
to equipment including flaps, rims, 
wheels, tools, etc., and damage and 
soiling of clothes. 

Other Cost Factors. 

Thus, it is apparent that the 
$3.40 cost of repairs alone exceeds 
the $3 proportionate cost of the re- 
placement tire. But there is still 
another angle to be considered. 
According to figures by the Trav- 
elers’ Insurance Co. every smooth- 
rubber tire user last year paid $3.05 
as the direct cost of accidents re- 
sulting from baldfaced tires. Here 
is how the $3.05 was obtained: 
There were 23,600,000 passenger 
cars registered in the United States, 
and of this number one of every 
10, or 2,360,000, were running on 
poor rubber. This number of 
smooth tire equipped cars account- 
ed for 28,250 skidding accidents at 
a total cost of $7,214,485. By divid- 
ing 2,360,000 into $7,214,485, one ar- 
rives at the figure $3.05, the aver- 
age direct cost of skidding acci- 
dents to smooth rubber motorists. 
Therefore, the cost of driving the 
5000 extra miles on smooth rubber 
reaches a total of $3.40 plus $3.05, 
or a grand total of $6.45, as com- 
pared to $3 for the new tire mile- 
age. In other words, it costs twice 
as much to ride on smooth rubber 
as on a non-skid tire. And thus it 
is proved that the motorist will find

Goodrich Credited 
With Five ‘‘Firsts” 
In Tire Industry 

In his book, “Famous First 
Facts,” just published and designed 
to provide authenticated material 
that will end many controversies, 
Joseph Nathan Kane gives the B. 
F. Goodrich Co., Akron, O., five 
“firsts” in the tire industry. 

Oldest of these “firsts,” as com- 
piled by Kane, goes to Dr. Benja- 
min Franklin Goodrich, who found- 
ed his rubber company in Akron, 
in 1870, the first one established 
west of the Allegheny Mountains. 

The original first in the tire .field 
recited in the book was a cord type 
bicycle tire made by the Goodrich 
company in 1892 on a patent taken 
out by the tire’s inventor, John F. 
Palmer, on June 7, 1892. 

The first pneumatic tire for au- 
tomobiles was constructed at the 
Goodrich factory in 1896 for one of 
the first cars produced by Alexan- 
der Winton and his associates, 
known as the Winton. 

The first clincher type tires for 
automobiles were built by Goodrich 
in 1899, and the first American 
made cord tire by the same com- 
pany in 1910, according to the vol-

_ A national survey of the used car 
business, which will be the basis 
for fixing the amount which any 
dealer will be permitted to allow 
for any car on a trade-in, is being 
made by the National Automobi), 
Dealers’ Association, as a result of 
the NRA automobile code. 

The N. A. D. which has its heaq/ 
quarters here, expects to publish 
the first results of the survey on, 
Dec. 1, and will revies its bulletin 
monthly to adjust rises and slumps 
in the market. 

The purpose of the survey is to 
determine the actual amount which 
any used car is selling for in a 
This figure wij 
then be the maximum which a dea} 
er can offer for such a car on ; 
trade-in. There will be 20 trade 
areas with distinct prices for eac 
area, A dealer may go under, buf 
not over the fixed value. In ad 
dition, a deduction of from 5 to 1 
per cent for repairs and recond 
tioning is required. 

The value to the buyer under the 
price-fixing agreement is described 
in an N. A. D. A. bulletin as fol- 
lows: “The public will benefit fro 
standardized appraisals, inasmuch 
as the dealer will now be in a posi 
tion to render better service on the 
car he sells. The used car buye 
will benefit since the dealer will no 
longer be compelled to ask in 
flated prices for his used car in st 
effort to regain the loss suffere 
through excess allowance.” 

The adoption of,the standardized 
values is designed to prevent “shop 
ping around” for the highest allow 
ance on his old car by the pros 
pective buyer. 

Specific results of the survey are 
not yet available. Some of its gen 
eral conclusions are: that used cars 
are cheapest in Philadelphia, high 
est in California. That open cars 
are more readily resold in Califor

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE ENTERS 
NATION-WIDE HEALTH CONTEST 


St. Louis to Be Compared With 
Five Other Cities With 500,- 
000 Population. 

An entry has been filed by the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce in 
the 1933 Inter-Chamber "iealth Con- 
servation Contest, conducted by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 
ed States and the American Public 

Health Association. 

Designed to bring local business 
men into more direct contact with 
local health agencies and their 
problems and to foster scientific 
promotion of health, the contest 
provides for cities to be scored on 
various items, including supply, 
sewage disposal, protection of milk 
supply, preventive measr~es, health

Physicians to Aid. 


Six St. Louisans died of diphthe- 
ria last month, a sorry contrast to 


larger cities with fewer deaths of 
that preventable disease in a whole 
year, Assistant Health Commission- 
er Paul J. Zentay said yesterday. 

“There is no yeason ‘why we 
should have six deaths, or any 
deaths of a disease which can be 
absolutely prevented,” he said. “We 
hope: that by next.Octoher, we can 
reduce that deplorable figure to the 
vinishing point.” 

Probably in two weeks, he  an- 
nounced, the city would begin its 
diphtheria prevention campaign 


with the co-operation of St. Louis | 


Medical Society and virtually every 


| physician in general practice in the 


city. More than 1000 physicians 
have agreed to join in the move- 
ment to make every St. Louis 
physician’s office’ an active public 
health ‘center, and to make health 
protection available at a reduced 
every 
St. Louis home. . 

As Dr. Zentay outlined the plan, 
co-operating physicians will desig- 
nate hours when they will immun- 
ize children against diphtheria or 
vaccinate them against smallpox at 
the reduced fee of $1, or, where 
parents are unable to pay, without 
any fee at all. 

Materials will be provided by the 
Health Division. They will include 
the recently devéloped diphtheria 
toxoid, producing immunity with 
one injection in a smaller 
than required by the old toxin anti- 
toxin, which produced immunity by 
a series of injections. The Health 
Division also advocates the modern 
“multiple pressure” method of vac- 
cination—devised by Senior Sur- 
geon J. P. Leake, who directed the 
encephalitis investigation here by 
the United States 
Service—which obviates breaking 
the skin, and therefore minimizes 
scar and chance of infection.

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RATES BONDING FRNS 
AS GENERAL CREDITOR 


Judge Rules on Status of Those 
Paying Judgments Against 
Frisco. 


Surety companies which posted 
appeal bonds for the Frisco Rail- 
road, and paid judgments against 
the road when affirmed, have the 
status of general creditors of the 
road, Federal Judge Faris ruled 
| yesterday in response to a request 
for instructions by its trustees. 

Exceptions, Judge Faris said, 
were those cases in which the judg- 
ments paid arose out of personal 
|injury or death claims of employes 
| of the railroad. The debtors’ amend- 
'ment to the bankruptcy law, under 
which the railroad is being admin- 
| istered, provides that such claims 
|are to be preferred. 

Trustees for Frisco bondholders 
attacked that provision of the law 
as unconstitutional, in that it de- 
prived bondholders of, theiy prop- 
erty without due process of law. 

Pointing out that it was well set- 
tled that claims of employes for 
wages are preferred claims, Judge 
Faris said there was an exact anal- 
ogy, so far as the constitutional 
question was concerned, in that the 
priority. given by law to claims ut 
employes resulting from personal 
injury or death. 

“I find myself unable to see any 


legal reason why, if wages of em- 
ployes may be legally preferred as 
against prior mortgages,” the Court 
said, “claims for injuries to em- 
ployes may not be preferred by 
statute. 


“Human care, judgment and fore- 
sight, up to now, have not been 
able to eliminate accidents and con- 
sequent hurts to employes in an 
admittedly hazardous occupation. _

Max B. Pattiz Said to Have 
Shown One Farm and 
Sold Deed of Trust on 
Another. 


SOUGHT SINCE 
APRIL OF 1932 


County Officers Say They 
Did Not Know He Had 
Returned to St. Louis— 
Had Been in New York. 


Max B. Pattiz, real estate sales- 
man with offices in the Paul 
Brown Building, was arrested yes- 
terday at his home, 5882 Cabanne 
avenue, on an indictment charging 
obtaining money by false pretenses. 
He gave bond of $7500 at Clayton. 

The indictment, returned April 
30, 1932, alleges Pattiz persuaded 
Mr. and Mrs. Jerome Burke, 4333 
Wilcox avenue, to accept a $12,500 
deed of trust on a farm worth only 
$3500, for which they gave him 
$3500 in cash and a deed to prop- 
erty at 6806 Clayton avenue worth 
$8600. 

Pattiz, it is charged, took the 
Burkes to St. Charles County and 
showed them an attractive, culti- 
vated farm, representing’ that it 
was the one covered in the deed 
of trust. The farm described in 
the deed, however, was not under 
cultivation and was not properly 
equipped with buildings, the  in- 
dictment alleges, 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Arnold 
Willmann said county authorities 
had been seeking Pa‘*‘iz for a year 
and a half and learned only re- 
cently that he had returned to St. 
Louis from New York. He declined 
to comment after his arrest. 

An entry in the docket of the 
Prosecuting Attorney's office made 
it appear that the false pretenses 
indictment against Pattiz had been 
nolle prossed Dec. 3, 1932, but this 
notation did not appear in other 
files and resulted, apparently, from 
a clerical error. 

On that date former Prosecuting 
Attorney Castlen nolle prossed an 
arson charge against Pattiz, ex- 
plaining to Circuit Judge McElhin- 
ney that the evidence was not suf- 
ficient. 

The arson indictment was re- 
turned after a fire which damaged 
Pattiz’ home at 7*40 Somerset ave- 
nue, Clayton, in March, 1931.

FOR RESCUE OFF HAWAII BEACH 


Three Officers and Enlisted Man 

' Cited by War Department 

for Bravery. 

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Three 
Army officers and an enlisted man 
stationed at Schofield Barracks, 
Hawaii, were cited today by War 
Department for the soldier’s medal 
as a result of the rescue of a fellow 
trooper on an Hawaiian beach. 
Those cited were Major Clift An- 
drus of New York City, Captain 
Louis Blitch of Monroe, North Car- 
olina; Captain Lowell R. Hanson, 
of Tuscaloosa, Alabama, and Pri- 
vate John A. Chowaniec, Buffalo, 
New York. All are attached to the 
13th Field Artillery at Schofield 
Barracks. 
The order said they rescued Pri- 
vate First Class Alexander J. Kaye 
of the same regiment after his boat 
capsized on a surf swept coral reef 
at Mokuleia, Oahu. Kaye was un- 
able to swim. 
In response to a call for help, the 
order said, “at great risk of their 
lives the above mentioned went to 
the rescue in two small rowboats. 
In the darkness and heavy surf 
both boats were swamped and the 
rescue party swept out to sea mak- 
ing their way back with difficulty.”

In some 
countries too there are peculiar 
cases of interference by certain 
groups of industrialists who at- 
tempt to bring pressure on the 
policy of the government. 


Press and Disarmament. 

® For instance, while disarma- 
ment debates are proceeding there 
are sections of the press financed 
by great metallurgical concerns 
and heavy industries who cry 
down any progress and endeavor 
to show their particular pubf?ic 
how any disarmament policy 
would open them to “immediate 
annihilation’ at the hands of their 
probable enemies. 

The influence of this kind of 
propaganda by big newspapers 
with millions of readers should 
not be underestimated. In fact, it 
has sufficed to prolong the dis- 
armament discussions. This influ- 
ence, direct and indirect, is pro- 
found and widespread and plays 
upon people of patriotic preju- 
dices. 

But public opinion has been 
strong enough in these latter 
times for disarmament and it has 
succeeded in. overcoming cam- 
paigns carried on by armament 
makers through the press. The 
pernicious influence, however, has 
served to delay final consumma- 
tion of the fact. 


Forced Into U. S. Politics. 
Perhaps the nature of the strug- 
gle in the United States inevitably 
forces liquor interests to enter the 
political arena. The complicated 
system by which the liquor trade 
is licensed and taxed in the United 
States forces politics upon the 
trade. The fact that the trade it- 
self becomes the object of a vast 
political campaign leaves no al- 
ternative for it than to enter poli- 
tics in a very stern way in order 
to defend itself.

Ickes Warns Country Against 


Reckless Waste of Oil; Says We 
Have Less Now Than 10 Years Ago 


Secretary Declares That 
Uncontrolled Produc- 
tion of Irreplaceable Re- 
sources Would Seriously 


Menace National De- 


fense in Case of War.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25. 
HE reckless exploitation and wanton 
T rast of the nation’s oil resources must 
stop. We must cease producing tomor- 
row’s oil today! 

Essential as it is to the happiness and well- 
being of our citizens, oil is absolutely indis- 
pensable to the national defense. Imagine 
the terrific handicap a nation with no oil 
supplies or even a limited quantity would 
be under these days if at war with a country 
which possessed adequate oil resources. 

Our air fleets would gather cobwebs in 
their hangars; our ships could not leave their 
ports; there would be neither mechanized ar- 
tillery or motorized transport, 

Despite the present apparent superabun- 
dance-of oil, this country has less oil meas- 
ured in terms of known supply than it had 
10 years ago! 

Oil is irreplaceable, ruthlessly cut-over for- 
est lands can be replanted. Our water supply 
can be rearranged and redistributed. Our 
streams can be restocked with fish and our 
mountain haunts with game. The quality and 
fertility of the soil cam be restored, but no 
trick of magic can replace a barrel of oil 
taken from the ground. 


Charges “Shameful Waste.” 


We have been heedless of this fact and 
the danger it implies to our national welfare. 
We have been guilty of shamefully squander- 
ing this rich endowment of nature, 

Billions of feet of natural gas, spelling com- 
fort and convenience and riches have been al- 
lowed to escape into the air as wells have 
been drilled. Unscientific exploitation and 
over-production have resulted in a too great 
supply of crude oil and gasoline in storage 
above ground. The legitimate market could 
not possibly consume it with the result that 
prices have been forced far below the cost of 
production, and the entire oil industry disor- 
ganized. 

Oil pools have not peen properly tapped. 
There has been little concern as to the proper 
spacing of wells or their strategic location on 
the geologic structure in such a way as to 
utilize the pressures—gas and water to con- 
serve both oil and gas and eliminate pumping 
costs. 


Superfluous Wells. 


Instead of employing sound engineering 
methods te conserve the oil in its natural 
reservoirs underground, bringing up only an 
amount as demand requires, millions of dol- 
lars have been spent in drilling and maintain- 
ing superfluous wells which have necessitated 
construction of expensive storage facilities 
above ground where the oil is exposed to 
losses through evaporation and by occasional 
burning. 

If these conditions had not obtained; if 
the oil business from the beginning had been 
operated as a permanent, stable and steady 
enterprise; if there had been produced from 
the wells only the oil that could be consumed 
at a fair profit; if there had been less of the 
get-rich-quick spirit, and a greater wilfing- 
ness to build solidly and substantially for the 
future, the industry would not be in its 
present distress. 

There have been men in the industry who 
realized that these reckless and wasteful 
methods meant ruin, and there have been spo- 
radic efforts to regulate the industry which 
have collapsed when chiselers within the in- 
dustry have broken through the regulations 
they voluntarily assumed. This resulted in a 
renewed rush to bring in new wells and to 
produce more oil from old wells, thus driving 
the scale of prices lower and lower and fur- 
ther devastating the industry. 


Why First Oil Bill Failed. 

The chaotic conditions in the industry 
caused President Roosevelt to call an oil 
conference shortly after he took office last

March. At this conference it became alarm- 
ingly clear that the situation was even more 
critical than the administration believed. 

The overwhelming sentiment of the repre- 
sentatives of the oil industry who attended 
was in favor of strict regulation and control 
of the industry by the Federal Government. 
It was openly avowed that the industry itself 
was not able to right itself without the help 
of the Government. 

Following this conference a bill was intro- 
duced in Congress giving the Federal Gov- 
ernment wide powers of control of the oil in- 
dustry. It was an attempt to express in legis- 
lation the conclusions of the overwhelming 
majority of those who attended the confer- 
ence. But about this time there were pros- 


| pects of a substantial business upturn with 


the result that some of the oil interests which 
had favored strict Government control ex- 
perienced a change of heart and opposed the 
bill. 


Nira to the Rescue. 


In view of the divided sentiment and hav- 
ing before it other pressing legislative mat- 
ters, Congress did not enact this bill as pre- 
sented but it did include among the general 
provisions of the National Industrial Recov- 
ery Act an important section relating to the 
oil industry. 

The situation, meanwhile; went from bad 
to worse. At the time of the March confer- 
ence crude oil was selling at approximately 
50 cents a barrel in.the mid-continent field. 
Steadily it sank to still lower levels until in 
some instances in East Texas it brought only 
the ruinous price of 10 cents a barrel. 

Fortunately, Corgress had granted in the 
National Industrial Recovery Act practically 
the same powers that had been set up in the 
oil bili that had failed to pass. Accordingly, 
steps were taken to draft a code for the oil 


industry, but it was no easy matter to get the) 


various factions in the industry into a general 
agreement on its provisions. 


Price-Fixing Dispute. 


The greatest difference of opinion was with 
relation to price-fixing. A numerically and 
financially powerful group wanted to lodge in 
the Federal Government not only the power 
to regulate production but to fix minimum 
and maximum prices as well. An equally 
powerful group opposed this plan, but finally 
a price-fixing clause was agreed upon. 

Following the adoption of the code, the 
President appointed me Oil Administrator. 
Concurrently, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the code, he;set up a planning and 
co-ordinating committee for the industry. My 
first duty was to try to bring the supply and 
demand for crude oil within speaking distance 
of each other. No one would even attempt 
to argue that any practical regulation of the 


oil industry is possible unless these two fac-{ 


tors are equalized. 
Price-fixing, powerful and drastic remedy

be out of bounds, and what is true with fe- 
spect to production is equally true of refin- 
ing. 


Reason for Allocation. 


Our large stock of oil in storage is at once 
a great asset and a great liability. It is an 
asset in that it can provide flexibility in bal- 
ancing production with consumer demand. It 
becomes a liability if it is used by refiners to 
increase unduly their gasoline inventories, be- 
cause excessive inventories can break the 
market even though production and consump- 
tion are perfectly balanced. Price cannot be 
controlled by executive fiat without the things 
that control price being placed under control. 

Consequently, an allocation of crude oil 
production was made covering all the oil-pro- 
ducing states. This allocation permitted for 
the time being a larger production than the 
market could reasonably absorb, because it 
was not desired to check production too sud- 
denly or drastically. 

The results were immediately beneficial. 
Prices went from 64 to 89 cents in the mid- 
continent field, and the improvement was re- 
flected throughout the industry. 

Subsequently, a second and more restrictive 
allocaNion was made. This allocation is now 
in effect, although we are prepared to change 
it up or down if necessary to balanc? produc- 
tion and consumption. 


“Chiselers Still Busy.”’ 


In spite of the Government’s fair attitude, 
there has been cheating. The chiselers are 
still busy. Production in some fields has not 
been kept within the quota with the result 
that over-production which has caused an 
over-supply of gasoline, has been a great 
weight on the market. 

Lately there has been a renewed attempt 
to produce ‘“‘hot’”’ oil. This is bootleg oil sur- 


'reptitiously put into the channels of trade. 


Its quantity can only be guessed at. Since 
it is illegal it is sold at distress prices and it 
has:a particularly depressing effect on the 
market. 7 

There are Federal laws to punish these 
renegades which have Leen upheld by the 
courts, and we intend to keep after them un- 
til we teach them that these laws cannot be 
lightly regarded, 


Price Finally Set. 


When allocations were first promulgated, 
it was proposed that the Oil Administrator 
simultaneously should put into effect a com- 
plete schedule of prices for crude oil and 
the products thereof. 

This was moving too fast. Nothing like it 
had ever been attempted. The fixing of prices 
meant, in effect, that the Federal Govern- 
ment would be the ‘inal authority in this tre- 
mendous and important industry, and it 
might serve as a precedent for other indus- 
tries. 

But the pressure to fix prices not only con- 
tinued, it increased. And after a strong case 
had been made out for it, a tentative price 
schedule recommended by the industry’s 
own planning and co-ordination committee 
was promulgated. Originally the effective 
date for price contro] was set for Dec. 1. 
However, elements in the industry opposed to 
price fixing suggested a postponement to al- 
low them to present to the planning and co- 
ordination committee, a plan which, they con- 
tend, will obviate the necessity of price con- 
trol. This development caused a postpone- 
ment until Jan. 1 of the effective date.

To Roosevelt Recovery Plan, But 
Majority Hopes for Its Success

President Roosevelt has become 
a symbol for boldness, and the En- 
glish always rdmire the brave. 
But, the actual details of the Re- 
covery Program are regarded with 
differing feelings by various sec- 
tions of British public opinion. 
Many prominent persons are 
freely expressing doubts about the 
soundness of the measures at- 
tempted and put in force. There 
was prejudice, ir any case. To be 
frank, there is an underlying hos- 
tility to the United States in En- 
Bland at present and it springs 
from various causes. 
One of the principal causes is 
the well understood feeling about 
the British war debt to America, 
the view of which is fundamental- 
ly different on opposite sides of 
the Atlantic. 
There was also a certain 
amount of resentment toward 
America during her prosperity and 
boom prior to the 1929 slump, 
when Britain herself was going 
through various difficulties. 
Britain’s post-war boom was 
short. We have suffered long 
eyears of depression. We had the 
feeling that the United States was 
rich and did not care, and looked 
on European nations generally, 
and Britain in particula~, as fall- 
ing behind in the race, and of no 
particular account anyway. 


Friendly Spirit Again. 


These feelings, though deep- 
lying, are not fundamental.*Under- 
neath is a still older feeling of 
friendliness, even kinship, which 
is beginning to appear again. 
Thus, when democratic institu- 
tions and representative govern- 
ment are threatened, as never. be- 
fore, on the Continent of Europe, 
the feeling that the United States 
is still a great democracy is com- 
forting for British people who are 
beginning again to realize the ad- 
vantages of popular government 
and how much personal liberty 
means. 

Still it remains true that the 
view of the American Recovery 
program differs widely among 
various sections of the English. 
The orthodox Conservatives and 
the wealthier elements are sus- 
picious, even hostile. So opposed 
are the predominant City of Lon- 
don influences (our Wall Street) 
to any deliberate lowering of the 
exchange value of the dollar that 
supposed countcr-action has been 
freely discussed. 


The suggestion made .in respon- 
sible quarters {fs that the Bank 
of England authorities are using 
the British Exchange qualification 
fund (created by vote of Parlia- 
ment) to counter Pres‘dent Roose- 
velt’s efforts by buying dollars 
whenever Washingto.. buys Amer- 
ican or foreign gold.

No Denial of Reports.

The Public Works Policy. 


The present British Government 
has resolutely set its face against 
the policy of public works as a 
means of relieving depression and 
helping find jobs. For 10 years 
there has been a fierce political 
controversy in which the. Liberals, 
and a section of the Conserva- 
tives, the Labor party and certain 
of the economists have been 
ranged on one side. 

They believe In much the same 
measures as are now being under- 
taken in the United States and 
from time to time they have had 
their way in persuading the Goy- 
ernment to commence a program 
of road-making, house-building, 
land drainage and reforestation. 

Lloyd George and the Labor 
leaders have been at the head ot 
the political section in favor of 
this program, and Prof. J. M, 
Keynes at the head of the econ-. 
omists. : 


Certain bankers, notably Reg- 
inald McKenna, ex-Cabinet Min- 
ister and now chairman of the 
Midland Bank, our largest joint 
stock bank, have long been open- 
lyin favor of a great plan of pub- 


jic works, financed, if necessary, 


by a mild inflation. 

Against this body of opinion 
is ranged the all-powerful British 
Treasury, the  older-fashioned . 
bankers, including the governor of: 
the Bank of England and -his 
most influential colleagues, the 
predominant sections of City opin- 
ion and the bulk of the Conservae 
tive party. 

During the World Economie 
Conference the president of the 
Board of Trade, Walter Runciman, 
ship owner and banker in private 
life, led this deflationist section, 
won his way in the Cabinet and 
publicly pronounced against any 
attempt toward a public works 

All in this powerful section of 
politicians, economists, bankers 
and civil servants are fiercely hos- 
tile to this part of the American

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ARGE profits and bonuses must be 
given to the wealthy or there will be 
no capital for business expansion; we 
must save the banks, insurance com- 
panies and railroads, for they are owned 
by widows and orphans and millions of 
‘gmall stockholders. 

Deviation from orthodox economic doc- 
trines results in attempts to interfere 
with the laws of supply and demand 
which may never be set aside; elevators 
bursting with grain, and warehouses 
jammed with food and clothing for four 
years (supply), while millions with empty 
bellies and naked backs clamor for food 
and clothing (demand). “But they ain't 
got no money!” 

High taxes are confiscatory, ruin busi- 
ness and keep wealth from being invest- 
ed in business; high taxes are paid by 
everyone because they are passed on to 
the consuming public. 

Large salaries and bonuses paid insur- 
-ance company and railroad presidents 
because great ability deserves adequate 
compensation; Government issues vast 
doles to railroad and insurance companies 
who, despite excessive rates and pre- 
miums, are undble to survive due _ to 
financial manipulations of officers.

More Clarity, 


The rising tide of protest against the Government's 
monetary policy must be met by. clarifying the issue. 
The President, in other words, must take the country 


into his confidence. 
The people put great trust in Mr. Roosevelt and his 


administration. They are disposed to give them the 
benefit of every doubt which loyalty can resolve 
into public service. They are quite aware that 
not even the best monetary plan, so long as it 
disturbs the status quo, could enjoy the acquiescence 
of those who are the beneficiaries of the old plan. 
Nevertheless, the dissent from the monetary poticy 
of the Government is so widespread, and in many 
cases so far removed from all selfishness, that the 
country needs to be reassured. 

The people are not versed in the science of money. 
They do feel, however, that such men as Mr. Sprague, 
as Meyer, as Mr. Warburg, understand money. They 
have no means of knowing whether or not there is 
any substance to the beliefs of such men as Profs. 
Warren, Pearson, Rogers and Fisher that the dollar 
can be made to fluctuate with commodities. They 
have the utmost respect for those who do believe it, 
and they are willing that the theory should be given 
a chance. 

As to whether or not the gold theory is working, 
we submit the following from Editorial Research 
Reports, an unbiased witness: 


The Warren theory holds that the commodity 
price level follows changes in the gold content 
of the dollar. The following table compares the 
commodity price index of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics with the changes in the gold content 
equivalent to changes in the prices of gold:

Professor Warren holds that prices will rise as 
the gold content of the dollar is lowered, and 
that this correlation holds particularly for agri- 
cultural prices. The separate B. L. S. index of 
farm commodities remained about the same from 
the week ending Oct. 28 to the week ending 
Nov. 11, but rose 3.1 points in the week ending 
Nov. 18. Its total rise from the last week in 
October to the third week in November amounted 
to 5.6 per cent. During the same period, the gold 
content of the dollar fell exactly 5.6 per cent. 

In studying the above relationship between an 
equivalent gold content and prices, at least, three 
considerations must be borne in mind. One is 
that the exact working of the Warren theory is 
predicated on the functioning of the gold stand- 
ard. The second is that some major farm prices 
have been practically pegged by the Government. 
The third is that speculation has undoubtedly 
had considerable effect on the prices of major 
farm commodities in recent weeks. 


In the field of foreign trade there is a pronounced

ports in October gained $34,000,000 over those in 
September. They were 27 per cent greater than those 
of October, 1932. Patently, little if any of that 
increase can be ascribed to the gold policy, which 
was not instituted until late in October. The real 
test of the effect upon foreign trade will come in 
the figures for November. Imports are also in- 
creasing. They were 3 per cent greater in October 
than they were in September, 43 per cent above those 
of October, 1932. Foreign trade is everywhere re 


viving. England particularly is feeling it. Now

we have begun to feel it. Exports in October 
totaled $194,000,000, imports $151,000,000. 

The Post-Dispatch said a week ago that uncer- 
tainty as ta. what money is to be worth is the chief 
deterrent #0 business at the moment. This remains 
true. It is impossible for capital to venture any- 
thing when it does not know what money is to be 
worth. : The growing demand for restoration of the 
gold standard reflects the grave uneasiness in fiscal 
circles. Speaker Rainey said on the air last week 
that the gold standard is gone forever. What is to 
replace. it? As the next session of Congress ap 
proaches, the fear of inflation grows. Not all of the 
things said of inflation are borne out by history. The 
British, for instance, inflated their currency some 
thirty per cent. They have not suffered by it. In- 
deed, they have gained by it. The French inflated 
their currency some 80 per cent. Argentina inflated 
about 40 per cent. All those countries controlled 
inflation. The people of France unquestionably suf- 
fered terribly, but she did pay her domestic debt. 

To make it appear that controlled inflation and 
what Germany had are necessarily the same thing 
is to dissemble. The one truth upon which we all can 
agree is that any inflation is unfortunate, as any in- 
flation launches a nation upon a dangerous course. If 
we can possibly avoid it, as the President hopes to 
do, so much the better. 

President Roosevelt said at Warm Springs Friday 
that he will persist in his monetary policy, but 
he refused to answer his critics. We feel that the 
President is making a mistake. He should answer 
his critics. He should take the people into his con- 
fidence. He should, so far as he is able to do s0, tell 
the country what in his judgment it may expect. Cer- 
tainly he cannot afford to follow blindly an un- 
charted course in such a vital field, as he cannot 
expect the country blindly to follow him when it 
does not know what lies ahead. 

We therefore respectfully urge that the President 
clarify his monetary policy and tell the people all 
a@bout it. If it was possible for his advisers to 
convince him of its efficacy, then it should be pos- 
sible for him to convince the country of its ef- 
ficacy. If it is inefficacious, the President should 
retire from it the moment he is convinced that this 
is the case. He has said that he will admit failure 
in any field whenever: he becomes convinced of it, 
and there is no reason why he should not admit fail- 
ure in this field if and when he becomes convinced 
of it. 

We do not assert that the monetary policy of 
the Government is a failure. We have been hopeful 
of it. What we do assert is that the people do not 
understand it; that they are anxious; that they are 
afraid to make any capital venture. It is imperative 
that the President should take them into his conft- 
dence and tell them all about it. He did that in the 
banking crisis, with excellent results. He can do it in 
the money crisis, and we implore him to do so. 

The currency cannot remain unstabilized much 
longer without a return to the depression at its 
worst. Moreover, the issue is dividing the Presi- 
dent’s support, which could have political conse- 
quences of the gravest nature. The thing for the 
President to do is to speak out. What are his plans, 
and what are his expectations? 

More clarity, Mr. President! 


The First Vagabond of the Skies 


Time was when the steamboat, or even the stage 
coach, was the dream of those young couples whose 
romance longed for travel. In our time came the 
automobile, and with its development the transition 
from the rich man’s vehicle to the means of carry- 
ing Everyman away from the drudgery of reality to 
the playgrounds of the world. And now comes the 
airplane to crowd its way into the vision of the 
wanderer. 

While it seems like ages, it was only a few years 
ago that with one bold gesture Charles A. Lind- 
bergh turned the‘attention of the whole world to 
aviation and its possibilities. But the world looked 


‘/on this new creature of man as a machine-for speed- 


ing commerce and daredevil exploits—not as an in- 
vention destined, like the family bus, to replace 
good old Nellie and the shay. Of course, a few 
imaginative authors and illustrators broke forth 
from time to time with somewhat lurid descriptions 
of the whole world gone air-minded, but to the man 
in the street the plane meant a little faster mail, a 


good means of emergency transportation, and an 
avenue of making the headlines for a group of 
venturesome young men, and women, too. 

But again Col. Lindbergh has changed all that. 
Not with the brilliance of a trans-Atlantic flight, but 
with a subtleness that has made its accomplish- 
ments unnoticed, the Colonel and his Lady have 
taken to the air to satisfy that wanderlust which, 
we are told, is unconquerable. Where a few years 
ago a young couple piled into the family flivver and 
made for Chicago, or Hollywood, or the Grand 
Canyon or Niagara Falls, today America’s most 
famous couple takes in Canada, Greenland, Iceland, 
Ireland, England, Scotland, Denmark, Sweden, Nor- 
way, Russia, Germany, the Netherlands, Spain, Por- 
tugal, the Azores, is now on to Africa and probably 
South America before returning home. 

Of course, the Colonel is making himself believe 
he is on an aerial business survey. But he can’t fool 
us. 

He is the first vagabond of the skies. 


Revival and Mass Buying Power 


Business and the NRA are agreed on one funda- 
mental point necessary to recovery: the revival of 
markets. Our industries cannot operate profitably 
unless consumers can buy. By wage increases, NRA 
proposes to revive this dormant buying power, and 
has succeeded in restoring it to a considerable extent. 
Giving his views on’ what caused the depression, 
Senator Couzens of Michigan has said: “The work- 
ers were producing-fmore than they could buy with 
the wages they received.” And it is on the workers’ 
buying power that our market chiefly depends. As 
Edward A. Filene, Boston merchant, has aptly stated, 
“Even 100,000 millionaires cannot make a market.” 

Statistics are available to prove the point made by 
Senator Couzens and Mr. Filene. Even in 1929, that 
zenith year of prosperity, 95 per cent of all persons 
in this country who received incomes got less than 
$3000. Yet these persons paid for 73 per cent of all 
the goods and services purchased in the United States 
in 1929! In table form, incomes and expenditures 
in 1929 were distributed as follows:

The figures are from a recent book, “Common 
Sense About Machines and Unemployment,” by Mor- 
ris P. Taylor. Commenting on the tabulations, Dr. 
Harry Elmer Barnes writes in the New York World. 
Telegram: “These figures prove conclusively that not 
only do the rich take income from the poor, who 
would spend it, but they themselves fail to spend any 
large proportion of their vast incomes.” Worse than 
this, he adds, the savings of wealth ultimately are 
used “to intensify the worst evils of the capitalistic

System”; that is, for adding to our over-supply of 
industrial plants, for credit to speculative enterprises, 
to promote the accumulation of debt, for over-con- 
struction of apartments and skyscrapers. 

Figures for 1928, also a prosperous year, have been 
gathered by the People’s Lobby in a different form, 
but produce the same showing. In 1928, these statis- 
tics disclose, the 23,000,000 families with incomes be- 
low $5000 had about 65 billions at their disposal, 
of which their expenditures for goods and services 
totaled about 38 billions. In that year, goods manu- 
factured in this country (subtracting those exported) 
were valued at 56 billions. This left 17 billion dol- 
lars’ worth of goods to be bought by the million 
persons with incomes above $5000. “This small 
group,” it is pointed out, “neither could nor would 
buy up the surplus.” Thus resulted the under-con- 
sumption, often erroneously called over-production, 
with its resultant business stagnation, wage reduc- 
tions, discharge of employes and finglly—depression. 

The need for more adequate distribution of in- 
come, through a fairer sharing of the machine’s 
profits, has been urged by leading observers of the 
economic scene. They range in economic viewpoint 
from Senator Long and Senator Norris to Walter 
Teagle and the Wall Street Journal. Mr. Teagle, 
president of the Standard Oi] Co. of New Jersey, 
recently said: “In the background of all our troubles 
is the need for a more equitable distribution of the 
rewards of industry. . . . Farmers and lower-paid 
wage earners should have participated more liberal- 
ly.” Commenting on this viewpoint, the Wall Street 
Journal says it gets “a better than tolerant recep 
tion on what may, for convenience, be called the 
capitalistic side of the debate.” | 

The country has learned, by bitter experience, how 
fallacious it is to rely on 100,000 millionaires to make 
a market. Under the New Deal, it is proposed to 
return buying power to the masses, so they may buy 
the products of their labor.

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A Great Success Story 


MELLON’S MILLIONS: 
a Fortune. By Harvey O'Connor, 


The Biography of 
(John 


Day Co,, New York City.) 
HIS is obviously the greatest “success 
T story” (in the once popular and highly 

approved American sense of the term) 
that has ever been written. It tells of an 
Ulster Irish immigrant, one Andrew Mellon, 
who settled with his family in Pennsylvania 
more than a century ago; of the courage 
and homely virtues of the family that “never 
wearied in doing good”; of the hardships 
overcome and of the solid though moderate 
success achieved by the first American gen- 
eration through hard work, judicious schem- 
ing and thrift. 

It is, further, the story of Thomas Mel- 
lon, son of the immigrant Andrew, who, at 
the age of 9, sold a bag of rye for 99 cents 
and with the proceeds set forth on foot 
for Pittsburgh, 20 miles away, to see what 
he could see. It is the story of how young 
Tom was profoundly impressed with the evi- 
dences of wealth he saw on that excursion, 
and of how the dream of one day “attaining 
in some degree such wealth and equality 
with such great people” grew upon him, 
directing all his efforts, so that when he died 
in 1908 at the age of 95, he had long since 
become a very wealthy man indeed, as men 
then reckoned wealth. 


. . ° 

The story thus far is merely the average 
American success story; but it is only the 
modest beginning. For Thomas had striven 
to rear his sons to be “respectable, useful 
and smart men,” who would be able to con- 
tinue the family work of “well-doing.” How 
that work was continued beyond the father’s 
fondest dreams by the grandson and name- 
sake of the immigrant Andrew is the vital 
substance of a story so great that, long be- 
fore the book is closed, it ceases to be a 
personal story at all, and becomes as an 
ves revelation of a fatal social fal- 
acy. | 

It is well that the author has described his 
book as “the biography of a fortune,” for 
the meaning of the story expands far beyond 
any significance that could possibly attach 
to any single human being. Only in terms 
of millions of needy human beings can the 
true meaning of the tale be told. 

The Rockefeller fortune has lately been 
estimated at somewhere around $150,000,000; 
the Ford fortune at something over four 
times that figure. The fortune of the Mel- 
lons is now reckoned at more than $2,400,- 


000,000, the family being associated in cor- . 


porations representing nearly five tirnes that 
much of the wealth of the nation. Merely 
to print the complete list of companies con- 
trolled by the Mellons through interlocking 
directorates would require most of the space 
in this department, a vast financial and eco- 
nomic network spreading throughout the so- 
cial fabric and taking tribute from every 
family in the land. 

The fatal social fallacy which the story ot 
this fortune reveals is that of the old “rugged 
individualism,” which seemed to work well 
enough, so long as the evil results thereot 
were still manifest in the ‘unspectacular 
chronic form of spreading slums: and grow- 
ing poverty. We could then stil}. quote for 
our reassurance the pious, old saying, “Ye 

. ' * . 


have the poor with you always.” But the 
enormous acceleration of the profit-taking 
process through the introduction of machine 
industrialism and modern credit methods 
has madé possible the reduction of the prin- 
ciple involved to the absurdity that it al- 
ways essentially was, as anyone who reads 
this book should be able to realize without 
the slightest difficulty. 

Such vast accumulations of wealth, pri- 
vately owned and controlled for private prof- 
it, are truly to be described as social can- 
cers, and no so¢ia] body thus increasingly 
burdened can long survive. 

Certainly the naive magic, the good inten- 
tions and the cheery bedside manner of our 
political medicine men cannot save us, in 
view of what is here clearly revealed. The 
social problem is concerned with the balanc- 
ing of production and consumption, so that 
the vast industrial machine may function 
for human uses. So long as we maintain a 
social scheme whereby unearned increment 
in such enormous quantities can be diverted 
from the social flow of wealth, thus at once 
decreasing social purchasing power and 
tending to increase production power, such 
balance is impossible: and any attempt to 
balance production and consumption by de- 
stroying desperately needed surpluses, lim- 
iting production in keeping with a tragic 
state of enforced under-consumption, tinker- 
ing with the medium of exchange, and rais- 
ing prices on products which alreadv mil- 
lions are unable to buy at any price, is to

Overlying all these opinions is the 
strong, tough laissez-faire element 
in Britain, both Liberal and Con- 
servative, who object to any gov- 
ernment interference in trade and 
industry in America or anywhere 
else. They regard with horror the 
whole recovery plan as being a 
heretical interference with private 
enterprisé and the free play of eco- 
nomic forces. They are afraid that 
if the American plan succeeds, or 
appears to succeed, there will be an 
irresistible demand for similar 
measures in Britain. 

This numerous and powerful sec- 
tion is violently opposed to govern- 
ment interference in business of 
any kind and is seeking to belittle 
the whole American recovery plan 
and all of Roosevelt's efforts. 

Opposed to these laissez-faire ob- 
jectors is the organised labor move- 
ment in Britain, the trade unions 
and a considerable progressive sec- 
tion of all parties believe that 
the present economic system is 
doomed unless some means can be 
found of balancing increased pro- 
duction by increased consumption.

HOLLY, Wash., Nov. 25.—The 
Christmas tree and holly industry, 
going at top speed in the Pacific 
Northwest, is putting many unem- 
ployed to work cutting yuletide 
greenery. 

Douglas firs alone, which have 
become the conventional Christmas 
tree because of their symmetrical 
shape and short leaves, will return 
about $700,000. Washington State 
is furnishing more than half the 
800 carloads of trees, 4000 trees to 
the car. Cutting and shipping of 
the total of some 4,000,000 trees is 
employing more than 8000 persons, 
shippérs said. 

Holly, cedar branches for making 
decorative ropes of greenery and 
mistletoe are worth $300,000 more to 
the industry.

OR in perspective films the audience will see the 

actor as if he were standing on the stage in flesh 
and blood. In today’s movies the same picture, 
slightly distorted, is seen by spectators on the outside 
aisles as by those in the center. But in perspective 
films everything will be visible except the back of the 
actors head or the far side of a chair. 

The Ives production is not the first example of 
the perspective films. Some movie goers will remember 
that about five years ago they got a remarkable effect 
of depth by viewing a special film through a pair 
of spectacles with one red and one blue celluloid 
window. One of the scenes represented an approach- 
ing locomotive, while another showed a man squirt- 
ing a garden hose at the camera lens.

brain are not quite the same. If cne 
were standing opposite a picket fence whuse 
stakes were numbered from 1 to 10, at a cer- 
tain distance number | would be invisible to the 
right eye, while number 10 could not be-seen with 
the left. Moreover, since each stake would be seen 
from a slightly different angle, the individual details 
—-the edges and splinters and knotholes—of stake 
number 7, for example, would vary a little in the two 
eye pictures. If photographs of the two views were 
superimposed one on the other, no detail of the 
right-hand view would coincide precisely with the 
corresponding detail of the other view. The stereo- 
scopic photograph is made up of these two pictures, 
which leaves a final adjustment to the mechanism of 
the optic lobe of the brain. 

In the “individual spectacle’ method, which re- 
quires red and green glasses, the film is made up of 
two such images superimposed one on the other, and 
developed in two different colors. Since the red 
picture can only be seen through the red glass and 
the blue through the blue glass, the total effect is 
the same as in the stereoscope. The two images are 
separated by color instead of by. the wooden par- 
tition which runs between the two lines of vision in 
the older apparatus. 

In his new device, Dr. Ives has made use of this 
principle. He has also borrowed from his father, 
Frederic E. Ives, a pioneer in photo engraving and 
the inventor of the parallax stereogram. The steren-

seen through a grill composed of narrow metal bars, 
corresponding to the partition in the stereoscope 
or the red and blue colors in the “individual spec- 
tacle,’ the strips from A and B are combined to 
form a picture having dipth and roundness. If 
two pictures have been split up and pasted together, 
then A and B are succeeded by C and D. If 
three-—these in turn are succeeded by E and F and 
so on. Two photographs are necessary to form 
each stereupticon view. The term parallax— 
also used in photo engraving—refers to the fact chat 
the image 1s split into sections of polar light having 
parallel, up and down, axes. 


HE device which was invepted by the younger 
Ives employs the principle on which the para!- 
lax stereogram was based. The object to be photo- 
graphed stands before a concave screen of three 
mirror panels in the shape of a 60 degree arc 
This gets the same effect as would be obtained 
by pasting several photographs made from the 
same positions into one composite picture. And 
the 60 degree arc is necessary because it takes in 
all the views which would present themselves to an 
audience seated in an ordinary theater. Obviors!y 
the mirror system saves time and confusion. 
In order to make the composite photograph in 
this way, the camera is placed below the concave

HERE may have 
been a time when 
all a fellow needed 


to be a St. Louis 
policeman was a 
sound clubbing 
technique, a _ bale- 
ful glare and a 
third cousin who 


was an Alderman. 
But such qualifications would not suf- 
fice nowadays. For some years the 
people controlling the Police Depart- 
ment have had a notion that a cop 
should know something; and this 
notion has so flourished that in these 
days a cop is required to know a sur- 
prisingly large number of things, even 
before he gets his commission as a 
member of the uniformed force. 

Just how much a policeman has to 
know, 52 young men are finding out 
right now. They are undergoing six 
weeks of schooling in the fundament- 
als of police work. And when they 
finish that, they will receive 20 more 
weeks of practical training. This 
group of rookies is the first to be put 
through the mill under the new system 
of training adopted for the St. Louis 
Police Department — a system which 
provides for six months of prepara- 
tion before a man is*sent out on his 
own to enforce the law. The training 
period used to last six weeks. 

These 52 young fellows are picked 
men, survivors of a long process of 
elimination which began early in Sep- 
tember, when all the applicants for 
jobs on the force, 800 in number, were 
called before the Board of Police Com- 
missioners for preliminary examina- 
tion. They appeared in groups of 100 
or so. The board members looked 
them over, noting sugh points as size, 
neatness, bearing, facial expression; 
asked some questions, considered the 
information given with the applica- 
tions as to education, eligibility, previ- 
ous employment and such matters. 
When that ordeal was over, 180 of the 


800 candidates were still in the 
running. 
Then came the physical examina- 


tion. Department medical examiners 
weighed, measured, inspected. To be 
eligible for appointment to the St. 
Louis force a man must be at least 5 
feet 8 inches tall and not more than 
6 feet 4. He must weigh at least 150 
pounds and have a chest expansion of 
at least three inches. He must have 
normal eyesight, normal hearing, gen- 
eral good health—and at least 20 
natural teeth. He must be free from 
flat feet, toe deformities and other de- 
fects which might impair his physical 
efficiency. He doesn’t have to possess 
herculean strength—there is, in fact, 
no strength test in the examination— 
but he must have reasonably good 
muscular development. 

Of the 180 who took this examina- 
tion, 155 passed. Their next hurdle 
was the mental examination. It was a 
written test and divided into four 
parts. One, dealing with governmental 
and geneeal knowledge, included such 
questions as: ‘“‘How many wards in 
the city?’’ “What is the difference in 
time between St. Louis and New 
York?” ‘‘Name three states bordering 
on Missouri.” The second part was 
devoted to spelling, the test words be- 
ing those which a policeman might be 
expected to use—such words as ‘‘war- 
rant,” “liéutenant,”’ “revolver,” “‘lar- 
ceny.’’ The third test was in penman- 
ship; a certain amount of legibility 
and neatness is rather essential in a

The information obtained in these 
inquiries and the records made by the 
candidates in the physical and mental 
examinations were at hand when the 
final quiz in the elimination process 
was given. This was called the per- 
sonnel examination. It was conducted 
by an examining board consisting of 
the Police Commissioners (William L. 
Igoe, Albert Bond Lambert, George T. 
Priest and John J. Phelan), Chief of 
Police Gerk, Assistant Chief Glassco 
and Chief of Detectives Kaiser. The 
134 young men were called in singly 
before the examiners and subjected to 


a searching questioning. ‘“‘Why did 
you hold your last job only five 
weeks?”’ “Why was 
your pay garnisheed in 
May, 1931?” “Why 
aren’t you living with your 
wife now?’ “When 
was the last time you 
were drunk?” “Why 
didn’t you finish your 
fourth year in high 
school?’’ Pretty difficult 


questions to answer satlis- 
factorily, some of them. 
The answers and the man- 
ner of answering gave the 
examiners opportunity to 
form judgments about the 
personality of each ap- 
plicant. 

Each examiner graded 
each candidate separately, 
taking into consideration 
the marks he had made in 
examinations, his appear- 
ance and all the rest that 
was known about him. Then these 
separate grades were averaged, and 
the 60 who stood highest remained in 
the ‘‘class,”’ the others were elimin- 
ated. Some of the latter as well aa 
some of those eliminated earlier may 
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try again when the 
next call is sent 
out for recruits; 
the Police Board 
allows to remain 
on file the ap- 
plications of such 
unsuccessful candidates as it thinks 
may be acceptable later. 

The 60 left were sent to an 
eye specialist for a rigorous test of 
their vision and also given an- 
other physical test.

started. The class includes high school 
graduates, several who have had co.- 
lege work, and one man who attended 
West Point for two years.

the step-sister of his roommate, 
John Jordan. 

It was love at first sight and 
in a few days Justine Jordan, 
who claims direct descent from 
King George III of Engiand 
through her father, the late Sir 
Henry Hanover Jordan, becaine 
Mrs. Giles Price Wetherill No. 1. 

The happy couple soon left 
for Ohio, where they both en- 
rolled at Antioch College. It 
was here, according to Justine’s 
story, that the seeds of unhappi- 
ness were sown by Mrs. Samuel 
Price Wetherill Jr. by means of 
‘‘personal’’ letters which she ad- 
dressed to her son. 


When the pair came East and’ 
took up their residence close to 
the paternal mansion, disagree- 
ments became more acute, Final- 
ly, in 1931, Giles Wetherill left 
his wife and took up his resi- 
dence in Reno. 

“I went to the station to see 
Giles off on what he said was a 
business trip to Cleveland,’’ is 
Justine’s story. ‘I thought he 

would return in a few days. But one 
night at my hotel, when I was giving 
a dinner party, the manager appeared 
and said he was sorry he could not 
serve my dinner as he had had a com- 
munication from my husband saying 
he would not assume any financial 
responsibility for me except room rent 
and local telephone calls. 

“That was my first indication my 
husband had left me. We had talked 
about a divorce some time previously, 
but the Wetherills had asked me to 
let three years elapse before we tonk 


any definite action. Two days later 
the newspapers carried stories about 
Giles seeking a divorce in Reno. 

‘I telephoned Colonel Wetherill and 
said this must be denied. He said no. 
He offered to support me for six 
months at $50 a week and offered to 


‘pay for dancing lessons if I would take 


that up as a profession.” 

The next thing Justine Jordan Wetb- 
erill did was to ask for the arrest of 
Giles Wetherill in Reno on grounds 
of non-support and desertion. But 
Wetherill had received a divorce on 
the grounds of extreme cruelty and 
Nevada’s Governor Morley Griswold 
refused to extradite the young man. 


ETHERILL’'S counsel said that 
VW there was no real abanidon- 

ment, since he was sending 
her $50 a week, all he could aiford, 
and since she had not filed a com- 
plaint until after she had been served 
with papers. 

But Justine Jordan Wetherill’s Phil- 
adelphia counsel took a different atti- 
tude. He declared that a Reno di- 
vorce is invalid outside’ of Nevada un- 
less the other party does not contest it, 
and added: 

“Certainly Nevada is not giving up 
any of her young millionaires. She 
needs them badly. But if young 
Wetherill comes to Pennsylvania or 
any other state he will be nabbed.” 

Giles Wetherill’s wife, whom he 
thought he had divorced, then institut- 
od proceedings against his mother and 
father. suing them for $200,000 
apiece, claiming that they must have 
paid for his divorce as well as for his 
railroad fare to Reno, and that they

had subjected her to untold ‘‘humilia- 
tion and disgrace.’’ 

However, she did not get the 
sum. According to her own story, she 
signed a release of the alienation suit 
under duress because she needed the 
money for food for herself and her 
dog. 

In the meantime, while all this was 
going on in the East to mar the calm 
of the Wetherill menage, Giles Weth- 
erill had found new romance out in 
Reno. There he met Mrs. Dorothy 
Doster Loyson, daughter of Colonel 
and Mrs. Chase Doster of Denver. 

Mrs. Loyson had been married to 
Jean Hyacinthe-Loyson, the poet, who 
was the father of her baby son Frank. 

Loyson had divorced his wife in 
Paris in 1931, but she had fled from 
France with her child to get a divorce 
in Reno and secure custody of the 
baby. Her poet-mate had followed her 
to prevent her getting the infant, but 
he had been too late. A little later he 
died. 

When Dorothy met Giles, there 
sprang up an immediate friendship. 
She went to her parents in Denver with 
her divorce and he followed, taking up 
his residence at the Denver Club, an 
exclusive club to which Colonel Doster 
belongs. Soon they obtained a mar- 
riage license and Mrs. Loyson became 
Mrs. Giles Price Wetherill No. 2. 

But Mrs. Giles Price Wetherill No. 
1 still did not consider herself di- 
vorced. She did some professional 
dancing and she then made her debut 
on Broadway in a play called ‘‘Zoom.” 
But when she got wind of the return 
of Giles Price Wetherill to Philadel- 
phia early this year with his Denver 
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bride, Justine Jordan Wetherill came 
right back to Philadelphia, too. 

Then the fun began. The woman 
who considered herself the only Mrs. 
Giles Wetherill had her husband ar- 
rested on a statutory charge for living 
with his second wife in a fine 
apartment in the city’s aristocratic 
Rittenhouse Square. An attempt was 
made to subpena Mrs. Giles Wetherill 
No. 2, but it met with no success. 
Young Giles, however, was brought to 
court and held under $800 bail. 

Justine Jordan Wetherill also filed 
a non-support order in the Domestic 
Relations Court, but then found her- 
self haled into court, charged with 
stealing a $500 bar-pin which she 
claimed she had never even seen.

3 reliable statistics 
on the subject, it is 
impossible to say 


just what percent- 
age of the Amer- 
ican public still be- 
jlieves in ‘‘magic’’ 
medicine. It seems 
probable, however, 


that a witch doctor from the West In- 
dian jungle would find but small de- 
mand for his wares—-say, for concoc- 
tions brewed from common weeds and 
invested, through rabbit's foot hocus- 
pocus, with the ‘‘magic’’ power of cur- 
ing all diseases. In the more enlight- 
ened communities he might ballyhoo 
his magic up and down the street all 
day and sell only a couple of bottles. 

But let the same witen doctor 
change his sales methods and bring 
his magic up to date. Let him put the 
ballyhoo end of the business in the 
hands of a skillful radio announcer or 
the right kina of advertising agent and 
see What happens. Presently there is 
on the markct-—and selling fast——a 
remarkable ‘‘new discovery,’ a cure 
for tuberculosis, diabetes, cancer, in- 
digestion, rheumatism and malaria, a 
specific which not only puts any one or 
all of these formidable disorders to 
rout, hut is also found to. he a very 
helpful remedy for colds, colic, in- 
somnia and dandruff. All for $2 a 
bottle. The public which would scoff 
at the magic of the jungle falls head 
over heels for this modernized magic 
and buys and buys and buys, or so the 
iinited States Food and Drug Depart- 
ment declares. Sufferers die of their 
diseases--if, indeed, they are not first 
poisoned by the concoctions they pour 
down their throats---and on _ their 
deathbeds write testinionials in praise 
of the medicine. Having just finished 
the sixth or the eighth or the tenth 
bottle, they probably send in an order 
for another along with the testi- 
monial. 

What does. the law do about this? 
Nothing at all. Because there isn't 
any law compelling medicine manu- 
facturers to tell the truth about their 
products in their advertising. So long 
as they make no false claims on the 
actual labels they are in the clear so 
far as the law #s concerned. And that 
is why the Food and Drug Department 
of the Federal Government is up in 
arms and working desperately for the 
passage of the so-called Tugwell bill, 
a new Federal food and drugs mea- 
sure which has been introduced by 
Senator Royal S. Copeland of New 
York and which is expected to come 
up for passage soon after Congress re- 
convenes in January. 

Whether or not there exists need for 
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such a measure may be determined by 
inspection of un impressive exhibit now 
on view in the St. Louis office of the 
Federal Food and Drug Department 
in the Custom House at Third and 
Olive streets. It is a duplicate of the 
exhibit ‘displayed at the Chicago 
World’s Fair and is one of a number 
of such exhibits now being shown in 
large cities throughout the country. 
It discloses not only the contents of 
certain patent medicines, but also 
shows in some cases what happened to 
a good many people who took the med- 
icine and wrote testimonials about it. 

There is the display, for example, 
of a medicine advertised as a cure 
for diabetes. The department ex- 
hibit shows a package of the prod- 
uct, a specimen of the common weed, 
horsetail, from which it is made, and 
a sheaf of advertising circu- 
larg, testimonials and—death 
certificates! One of the testi- 
monitals reads as follows: 

“‘Ineclosed you will find mon 
ey order for another bottle, as I find 
it is helping me wonderful, this will be 
my sixth bottle. Il will not stop at the 
sixth bottle. I will continue until ! 
am cured.”’ 

In the file of death certificates ad- 
jacent fie found one bearing the testi- 
nonial writer's name and address. 
Aiud death certificates are to be found 
for all the others who wrote to the 
manufacturer telling how much the 
medicine had helped them. All died 
of diabetes.

This 
resulted in a verdict for the defend- 
ant, although numerous specialists in 
the treatment of diabetes testified that 
the medicine was of no value. The

parently was not doubted, but the jury 


seemingly was not convinced that the 
manufacturer made these claims with 
intent to defraud. That brougbt an 


acquittal. Sponsors of the new bill 
point out that no matter whether 


claims made on products of this type 
are or are not made with intent to de- 
fraud, the damage to the consumer is 
equally great. Therefore, under the 
new hill the Government is not re- 
quired to prove intent to defraud, a 
point exceedingly hard to establish. 
It does not even have to prove fraud. 
It need only establish that the claims 
for therapeutic value are contrary to 
the general medical opinion. 

Many people, the food and drug of- 
ficlais explain, are under the im pres- 
sion that they are being protected 
from such fraudulent and injurious 
nostrums put on the market by irre- 
sponsible manufacturers and adver- 
(ised through irresponsible publica-

pure food law was drafted, manufac- 
turers depended to a great extent upon 
their labels to sell goods. Truthful la- 
bels seemed to be protection enough 
for consumers, so no effort was made 
to bring other forms of advertising 
under control. As a result, manufac- 
turers today can go as far as they 
like in making preposterous claims in 
their printed and radio advertising, 
taking care only to keep their labels 
above legal reproach. No inatter how 
worthless their pruduct or how false 
their claims, an innocent label will 
keep them out of trouble. 

Repeatedly the Federal Food and 
Drug Department's attention has been 
only 
were worthless in treat- 
ment of diseases they 
were supposed to cure, 
but which were actually 
injurious to health and 
sometimes even deadly. 
One of the exhibits In

the Custom House 
display has to do 
with such a drug-—- 
—a radium water 
advertised as 
a health-giving ton- 
ic, valuable in restoring run-down 
bodies to normal health and vigor. 

Under a caption, ‘‘Medicines Con- 
taining Radium Are Exceedingly Dan- 
gerous,’’ the exhibit tells what hap- 
pened to one man who took this radi- 
um water—Eben M. Byers, wealthy 
Pittsburgh manufacturer and fornier 
amateur golf champion. In his search 
for health a year or two ago, Byers 
was persuaded to try the radium wa- 
ter, actuated by the reasoning common 
to many people—that if it didn’t cure 
him it would at least do him no harm. 
Byers died a terrible death, and, phy- 
sicians said, it was the radtum water 
that killed him. For months he suf- 
fered tortures while the bones of his 
head and face disintegrated from the 
effects of the radium. Here is how his 
case was described by a magazine at 
the time 


OV vier, in years and mentally 


alert, he could hardly speak. 

His head was swathed in 
bandages. He had undergone two 
successive operations jin which his 
whole upper jaw, excepting two 
front teeth, and most of his lower 
jaw had been removed. All the re- 
maining bone tissue of his body was 
slowly disintegrating, and holes were 
actually forming in his skull. Byers 
did not know that his case was hope- 
less until two weeks ago. Autopsy 
last week revealed that he had only 
six teeth left. Both jaws were rotted. 
His brain was abscessed. Distributed 
through his bones, calculated Dr. Fred- 
erick Bonner Flinn of Columbia Uni-

The nostrum in question was a prep- 
aration put on the market by a com- 
pany in Boston. It was composed essen- 
tially of ammonia, turpentine, 
and egg, and was sold originally as a 
horse liniment, but came to be adver- 
tised as a remedy for numan tubercu- 
losis, pneumonia and a long iat of 
other diseases. It got into the Fed- 
eral courts first back in 1922, 
charges were made that its preposter- 
ous therapeutie claims were ‘‘false and 
fraudulent.’ To establish a case under 
this wording of the law it was neces 
sary for the Government to prove no! 
only that the manufacturer suid if 
under false labels, but that he knew 
they were false. Physicians skilled in 
the treatment of tuberculosis gave tes- 
timony that the labeling was false, bu! 
the manufacturer, 4 man of advanced 
years and with the dignity of a patri- 
arch, testified so convincingly as to his 
belief in the therapeutic worth of his 
product that the Government's efforts 
to prove he knew the label was faise 
collapsed. : 

Through the vears which followed 
before this fraud was finally curbed b) 
the decision in the Baltimore case, the 
Government patiently searched for 
tangible evidence that might s?

“Every day Lord Rokeby, whose 
appearance was very much like that of 
a benevolent troll, and whose back 
was bent as if he carried the weight 
of his winter forests, transformed Into 
faggots, upon it, walked very slowly, 
carrying his hat under his arm, to the 
sands of Hythe. 

“He was followed on these expedi- 
tions by a carriage and by a favorite 
servant, dressed in very eiaborate liv- 
ery, who, when he had trailed de- 
spondently for a mile or two in the 
wake of his master, would be hoisted 
into the carriage, and so transferred 
to the scene of action. If it rained, 
the servant traveled the whole way

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in the carriage, for Lord Rokeby 
would warn him that he was gaudily 
dressed and not inured to wet, and 
might therefore spoll hts clothes and 
occasion an illness. In the end, to the 
disappointment of the onlookers, but 
the relief of the servant, Lord Rokeby 
hufit a bath close to the house, which 
was ‘so constructed as to be rendered 
tepid by the rays of the sun only. 


But even this bath in the grounds 
of vis estate did not insure privacy 
for the titled and persistent bather. 
Servants were often bribed and vis- 
itora came from a long way off to see 
Lord Rokeby, concealing themselves 
in shrubbery near the bathhouse and 
waiting often for houre for the noble 
Lord to emerge trom the sunken bath.

hold staff. according to Miss Sitwell, 
consisted of a ‘‘valet, a female general 
eervant, a tame fox and an otter.”’ In 
the dining room was a large coffin, 
in which he kept a quantity of brandy 
that was available to all his visitors. 
At his request his body was borne to 
the grave in this coffin on the sboul- 
ders of eight strong widows. 

An even more remarkable sports- 
man, from some points of view, was 
‘Squire John Mytton. Often when 
‘Squire Mytton had an innocent pas- 
senger in his chaise, he would inquire 
if his passenger had ever ridden at 
hurdles. Upon receiving a contrary 
reply, the ‘Squire would profess to be 
eager to make up for this lack at once. 
He would whip up his horses and 
chaise, horses, uriver and passenger 
would plunge at the nearest fence or 
wall, with results invariably unhappy 
for all concerned. 


HIS ‘Squire Mytton had 152 
pairs of trousers and the same 
number of coats and waistcoats. 
His cellar was crammed with hogs- 
heads of wine and ale. He had come 
into a large fortune and he was so 
careless with his, money that once he 
let the wind blow away several thous- 
and pounds in paper notes that he had 
been counting in his coach. Carelessly, 
the ‘Squire had gone to sleep. Tocure 
himself of the hiccups on one occasion 
he set fire to his cotton flannel night- 
gown. The servants rolled him on the 
{foor and put out the fire. 

“Tne hiccup is gone, by gad,” said 
the ‘Squire, as, terribly burned, they 
assisted him to bed. 

Miss Sitwell has discovered what is 
apparently the classic absent-minded 
professor in Richard Porson, who had 
the chair in Greek at Cambridge Uni- 
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versity. Professor Porson would for- 
get to eat, and it was very unsafe to 
invite him to one’s house for he always 
forgot to go home, and if he were re- 
minded that it was time to go home, 
ne flew into a furious temper aud lJald 
about him with a poker or any other 
handy weapon. In respect to his pro- 
fession his memory was prodigious. It 
is sa‘? that he knew most of the Greek 
classics by heart. Professor Porson 
was a very accomplished drinker, too, 
but was vanquished on one occasion by 
a Mr. Tooke. In the middle of his 
second quart of brandy poor Profes- 
sor Porson fell under the table un- 
conscious. He is the author of the 
following poem: 
“I went to Frankfort 
and got drunk, 
With that most 
learn’d Pros. 
Brunck; 
I went to Wurtz, and 
got more drunken 
With that more 
learn'd Professor 
Runcken.”’ 
The eccentricities 
of the philosopher 
Herbert Spencer, are 
cited, but in the mat- 
ter of eccentricity 
Herbert was an ama- 
teur. He had one 
curious habit. If the talk bored him in 
a room full of people, he would pull 
out of his pocket a special pair of ear 
muffs—like two diving plugs on the 
end of a brace that went over his head 
—and clap them over his ears. He 
might sit thus, as graven as a stone 
imagine, for an hour or more. 


NE of the jolliest of all Miss Sit- 
() ears extraordinary congress of 

loonies is Charles Waterton, 
known in his time as the ‘‘South Ameri- 
can Wanderer,’ because of his exten- 
sive travels in the new world. He re- 
mained an incorrigible and joyous 
child throughout the 80 or more years 
of his life. He had a favorite way of re- 
ceiving guests in the first entrance hall 
of his great country house. He would 
hide under the cloth that hung down 
over a table and when the guest came 
near, as he did under the ministrations 
of the footman, Waterton, would imi- 
tate with great realism the noise of an 
angry dog, rush ont and bite the guest 
on the leg. 

When a friend persuaded him to re- 
frain from this method of greeting, 
the elderly gentleman, the next time 
this same friend was seen to approach 
the house, turned cartwheels all down 
the long walk, managing at the same 
time to toss one of his slippers over 
his head and catch it in his hand as 
he did so. He was fond, too, of fab- 
ricating the most horrible looking rep- 
tiles and beasts from skins and objects 
he had collected on his travels, It was 
disconcerting to his house guests to 
come upon these suddenly in a dark 
hall. 

Many critics have pointed out that 
Miss Sitwell] might perhaps have in- 
cluded herself and her own familly in 
this book. For all the members of 
this old and distinguished family are 
in the tradition of English eccentricity. 
Edith, her brothers, Osbert and Sa- 
cheverell, and her father, Sir George 
Reresby Sitwell, are all more or less 
famous as writers, wits, figures in the

SAW Dolores first in a 
screen test with her sister, 
Helene, when we were seek- 
ing a leading woman for 
“The Sea Beast.” | 

“That’s the girl!’’ I said 
at once. 

“You mean the brunette, 
Helene?” the director asked. 

‘I mean the blonde!’’ I said. 

Dolores and her mother came 
to see me to talk over the part 
and I was enormously attracted to 
both of them. Mrs. Costello was 
just my age, a remarkable woman, 
sweet natured, simple and kind. 
Never in the theater or in the 
movies had I ever met anyone like 
her. In her aptitude for getting 
right down to fundamentals and 
her antipathy toward bosh, she 
had much in common with Lionel. 

She had come to Hollywood 
with her two daughters after both 
had been chorus girls in George 
White's Scandals in New York. 
They were like three fingers on a 
hand—-mother and two daughters. 
Until we were married Dolores 
never spent a single night away 
from her mother.

ognition of his goodness of fKeart. 
Nothing more than that. Nothing 
spectacular. The goodness of heart of 


Jeff Monroe which shone out in a 
thousand small ways. He was shy, he 
was a quiet man. If one didn't live 
here in Maryville, one would never 
have known what a great man Jeff 
Monroe was. 

That was what they called him at 
the church. And it’s what people said 
of him on the street corner. A great 
man. 

The story of his life is very simple. 
He was born in the country, near 
Maryville, 37 years ago. The family 
was very poor and almost as soon as 
he could walk Jeff knew what it meant 
to work. As soon as he was: old 
enough, he got a job as day laborer, 
vo that he might contribute his earn- 
ings to the household budget. They 
never had enough money. 

The children in the large fatnily 
scatteréd one by one. The father died. 
There was no one but Jeff left tu look 
after his mother. If he ever ques 
tioned this responsibility and thought 
of an independent life, marriage and a 
family of his own, no one ever knew 
it. With his mother he lived in a three- 
room frame cottage. 

He was always doing kind things. 
Now that he is dead people in the 
town are recalling these acts of kind- 
ness. For ten years he was the town 
Santa Claus, dressing up at Christmas 
and distributing presents to the 
children, presents that he bought him- 
self. And he played Santa Claus to 
the poor families, too. 


As the depression grew more severe, 


Jeff suggested to Mayor O. L. Robey 


leff Monroe’s Acts of 


that his work for the city, as a digger 
of ditches for the municipal water 
works, be staggered in such a way that 
one or two jobless men with families 
should receive part of the work. 

But it’s impossible to reckon up the 
sum of his kindness, his thoughtful- 
ness, his constant and uncomplaining 
sacrifice. The town recognizes that. 

“Why, you know, it’s just that he 
went along from day to day, doing 
something for somebody here and 
there,"’ says Mayor Robey. ‘You'd 
never hear of it from Jeff. He was 
poor and he made himself poorer vy 
doing for others. He gave to the sick 
and to the needy. He gave all he had, 
and he gave it willingly and cheer- 
fully.” 


AKE the day he was killed. A 
farmer out from town a ways had 
offered the Maryville Welfare 
Board a whole field of turnips for the 
poor of the town if somebody would 
come and dig them up and haul them 
into town. Jeff pulled 40 bushels of 
turnips, hauled them back to town 
and helped to distribute them. He 
wasn't paid for it, he didn't expect to 
be paid for it. 

The only spectacular thing Jeff 
Monroe ever did in fe was when he 
took leave of it. He was at work on 
a small repair job on the tower of the 
Maryville State Teachers’ College. 
Something happened. He slipped and 
fell 125 feet to a sidewalk below. 

It was not until he was dead that 
the town realized that a great man had 
lived and died among them.

The cortege was two miles long. 
The city offices were closed by procla- 
mation of Mayor Robey for two hours.

College, and H. B. Cushman, the 
town’s music dealer, were among the 
pallbearers. There were two ministers 
in the pulpit, the Rev. Mr. Wickizer of 
the Christian Church and the Rev. Mr. 
Thompson of the Methodist Church, 
and they vied with each other to see 
who could say the finest things about 
Jeff. The auditorium of the Christian 
Church seats 700 people, and every 
seat was taken, with a big overflow 
crowd outside.

4. Authorization to establish 
definitions and standards for food. 

5. Permit may be required for 
the manufacture of food that may 
be injurious and against which the 
public cannot be effectively pro- 
tected by other provisions of the 
bill. 

6. Provisions made for more 
adequate control of false curative 
claims for drugs. 

7. Fully informative labeling of 
foods and drugs required. The 
present law prohibits false label- 
ing but does not require the manu- 
facturer to state the whole truth 
as to what his product is. 

8. More adequate penalties. 
Penalties under the present law 
are very mild. They may be re- 
garded by some unscrupulous 
firms as license fees for the con- 
duct of lucrative illegitimate busi- 
ness. Heavier penalties in the bill 
and authorization to stop viola- 
tions by injunction proceedings 
should have a deterrent effect on 
those manufacturers who are dis- 
posed to risk violations for mone- 
tary gain. 


Department of Justice, the nation- 
al clearing house for fingerprints.

She 
and the Wetherills were conduct- 
ing a battle of indignities that was 
spread all over the courts and the 
clubrooms of staid old Philadel- 
phia. 

And Mrs. Giles Price Wetherill 
No. 1 still did not relinquish her 
title. She insisted that she was his 
first and only wife. 

Eventually, apparently realiz- 
ing the futility of becoming Mrs. 
Giles Wetherill again, Justine Jor- 
dan filed suit for a divorce from 
him in the Common Pleas Court of 
Philadelphia and received it on the 
grounds of desertion late last 
June. A month later she became 
Mrs. Alexander Smith Dalton.
